ESPEE TRAIN ESCAPES. 
SWITCH PREVENTS DISASTER. 
{RY THE ASSOCIATED VRESS—A_M.} 
STOCKTON, April 8.—An automatic 
derailing switch prevented a very dis- 
astrous wreck of a Southern Pacific 
freight about sunrise this morning at 
the San Joaquin bridge, fourteen miles 
south of Stockton. As it was, four cars 
and a locomotive. left the track, which 
is badly torn up for 100 yards. The cab 
of the locomotive was burned by oil, 
Which took fire, and the operating ma- 
chinery of the big compound was badly 
da A small trestle upon which 
the engine stopped was also badly dam- 


aged by the fire, which was  extin- 
hed * wrecking train hands from 
racy. frecking trains were sent 


from Stockton and Tracy, and the 
track was cleared this afternoon. In 
the meantime, Southern Pacific trains 
were switched onto the Santa Fé at 
Tracy. T was interrupied for a 
few hours. 

The freight train was south bound, 
and running at a pretty good rate. 
There were between thirty and forty 
cars. As the train approached the sig- 
nal station, the bridge tender started 
to open the draw to allow a steamer to 
go down the river. Engineer White says 
the semaphore did not go up in time 
to give him an opportunity of stopping 
his heavy train, which was automati- 
cally derailed. Only for this the train 
would have continued on and plunged 
through the open draw into the river. 
Engineer White and Fireman Cy Larue 
jumped as soon as the train left the 
rails. 


TRAGEDY AT WINSLOW. 
 HOLD-UP AND SHOOTING.

FLAGSTAFF (Ayiz.) April 8.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.} At an early hour 
this morning the Wigwam gambling 
house at Winslow, Ariz., was entered 
by two highwaymen through the side 
door.

Said he yesterday: “Fruit pro - 
tion, as it will be in the future > Pet 
in a State little dreamed of. Burbank’s 
experiments have merely opened the 
way for further trials. 

“That which is raised in Southern 
California today is the product of 
cross-breeding. The orange, the lemon, 
the olive, and all the varieties of 
grapes come from some sort of varia- 
tion in the parent strain, 

“In flowers the most beautiful re- 
sults be achieved. Burbank said 
recently: ‘I have never made a blue 
rose, because I have never had suffi- 
client time, but I know that such a 
thing is easily possible.’ This grower 
has already produced a blue poppy of 
exquisite shading. 

RB. T. Herris, an old florist, who 
lived up near the bay in San Francisco 
many years ago, brought many of 
these ‘things to a wonderful state of per- 
fection, but at his sudden death almost 
ali of his plants were lost sight of, and 
as his experiments were not finished, 
the work has been apparently totally 


“Herris took a South American cac- 
tus flower, at that time unclassibie, 
and croseed it with the blossom of a 
domestic cactus, continued his crossing 
indefinttely,;and got some of the most 
beautiful floral results which I have 
ever seen. Later on he crose#eed a pansy 
and a violet with wonderful results. 
und propagated a new geranium by 
breeding into the common strain the 
Vitality of some wild flower resembling 
it. which he discovered in the moun- 
tains. To this mean, as it is in reality 
to every accomplished florist, the croas- 
ing of flower varieties, when not at-

HE TIMES POSTOFFICE. 


Many pédple would be astonished 
to learn how many letters are handled 
every day by The Times’ postoffice, 
from which replies to classified adver- 
tisenients are handed out to those who 
call for them. During the month of 
March the “postmaster” of The Times 
wa. instructed to keep.tab on the num- 
ber of letters thus received. The grand 
totai amounted to 23,190. This, be it re- 
membered, does not include the large 
regular mail for The Times, addressed 
to the editorial, business and other de- 
pati tments of the paper: nor does it, of 
course, include the large number of let- 
ters that are sent direct to advertisers, 
where names and addresses are given 
in the advertisements. This average of 
750 letters a day consists exclusively of 
answers to small ads“ (classified lin- 
ers) appearing in The Times, when an- 
swers are to be addressed to a letter 
and box in the office. 

In order to make a comparison of 
these figures with the business done by 
the postoffices of some outside towns in 
Southern California, The Times re- 
quested Postmaster Flint to furnish 
statistics in regard to letters received 
dafiy at half a dozen of these towns. In 
reply, Mr. Flint wrote as follows: 

“Replying to your favor of the 27th 
ultimo, I have made inquiry of the post- 
masters at Oxnard, Fullerton, Ontario, 
Corona. Colton and Santa Paula, Cal. 
and find that the letter mail for these 
several places, received for delivery 
each day, will average from a thousand 
to twelve hundred pieces. All offices 
named are of about the same size."’ . 
Nor are these by any means insig- 
nificant places. The population of these 
six towns ranges from 1700 to 4000, and 
averages 2500. 

Certainly the classified advertising 
department of The Times is a great 
forum of the people. It is, in brief, 
broadly stated, the clearinghouse for 
the Southwest. Probably the only other 
paper that can compare in this respect 
is the namesake of The Times in Lon- 
don. But then there is still quite a 
considerable difference in the popula- 
tion of Los Angeles and London, al- 
though we gre getting there, Eli, in 
great shape. By the time that our city | 
limits—emulating the example of San 
Diego—extend from San Fernando to 
the San Gabriel River, and from the 
Sierra to the sea, we shall be able to 
make a showing in population that will 
cause some people to open their eyes, 

Some papers are in the habit of work- 
ing up a department of this kind by ar- 
tinclal means—offering special -induce- 
ments, in the way of chromos, teacups, 
toys and so forth, or even taking ad- 
vertisements free. The Times does not 
need to resort to any of these devious 
methods for securing. business. It 
charges a reasonably low price and 
gets it: and that these classified ad- 
vertisements pay, the ever-increasing 
pressure on the columns eloquently 
shows, for people do not keep on insert- 
ing. advertisements merely for fun. 
Formerly these classified advertise- 
ments were largely confined to the Sun- 
day issue, but now there will be found, 
every day during the week, no less than 
tour pages of such advertisements on 
the average, or more than were found 
in the Sunday issue a few years ago. 

The situation is a perfectly logic 
one; and the reasons for these unde- 
niable and undenied facts are obvious: 
First, The Times has the circulation— 
larger and better, by far, than that of 
any rival local newspaper; second, that 
circulation is among the foremost citi- 
sens of the city and section, citizens 
who “do things; third, there is no 
question, no doubt, about our circula- 
tion, its size, or its high quality: fourth, 
the results achieved by advertising 
satisfy the advertisers, and they come 
again and again with their announce- 
ments.

EREBRO-SPINAL MENINGITIS. 

A state of considerable anxiety if not 
of positive alarm has been developed in 
New York City, and in some other lo- 
calities, in consequence of a recent out- 
break of the terrible disease technically 
known as cerebro-spinal meningitis. It 
is so called because an acute inflamma- 
tion is set up in the sheaths or menin- 
ges which invest the brain and the 
spiral cord. One phase of it is known 
as “spotted fever“ on account of the 
darkening of the skin about the neck, 
fase and back. This is not necessarily 
a different type of the disease, but the 
discoloration is believed to be due toa 
special sensitiveness of the pérson at- 
tacked. 

This malady is believed to be due to 
an exceedingly minute micro-organism 
which seems to develop more rapidly 
than any other known to medical sci- 
ence. It is attended with a high rate 
of fatality, and patients frequently 
succumb to its attacks in from one to 
three days. The symptoms are readily 
noted. A violent headache, often be- 
ginning at the base of the brain, fol- 
lowed by delirium, stupor, convulsive 
seizures, and other indications which 
show that the nerve centers are in- 
volved. develop in the order named. 

Perhaps the most serious phase of 
the disease is the frank admission of 
members of the medical profession ev- 
erywhere that but little is positively 
known about the nature of the disor- 
der. except that it is very quick in its 
action and generally baffles skill in its 
treatmeht. How the micro-organisms 
attack the patient, that is, from what 
source, how they reach the region af- 
fected, and how they enter the lining 
sheath of the brain and spinal cord, 
are all so mysterious in the present 


been found difficult to prescribe either 
precautions or treatment. 

The leading newspapers of New York 
have devoted considerable space to the 
Subject and the statistics they have 
been forced to publish has not tended 
to lessen the anxiety in the public 
mind. While the disease is more prev- 
alent in the slum districts than else- 
where, many so-called sporadic cases 
have occurred in other portions of the 
city. and the proportion of fatalities to 
persons attacked seems about equally 
great in either case. As an instance, 
William F. Potter, president of the 
Long Island Railroad, was seized with 
a violent headache while en route from 
Philadelphia to New York, and within 
forty-eight hours was dead. 5 
Another most unfortunate. phase of 
the disease is the fact that in many 
cases of so-called recovery the patient 
does not regain his former health, but 
frequently remains a mental wreck; 
consequently it has been gravely sug- 
gested that it would be better for many 
persons so attacked to succumb to the 
disease than to attain such partial re- 
covery. 
That it is to a certain extent epi- 
demic or contagious is a well-estab- 
lished fact, but as the manner of giv- 
ing the contagion is somewhat uncer- 
tain, the only precaution which can at 
present be prescribed is instantaneous 
and complete isolation of patient and 
these immediately exposed to personal 
contact with him. A teacher went 
from New York to a boarding school in 
Chicago. She was seized with the well- 
known symptoms after mingling with 
her pupils. and died within three days. 
The authorities immediately closed the 
school and kept the scholars under 
close surveillance. No new cases have 
been reported. 

The statistice of New York are not 
reassuring. In 1903 there were 271 fatal 
cases and in 1904 these had increased 
to 1211. In January of this year there 
were 107 deaths and in February 149, 
and there has been a still greater mor- 
tality in March. It is believed that the 
bad condition of the streets during the 
past few weeks is partly responsible

Daniel Cornwall “Greets” Upon 
Finding a Thorn on the North Da- 
‘kota Prairie Rose Transplanted by 
Him to Bloom in the Garden of His 
Old Age.

Daniel Cornwall finds himself. P 

Desiring to benefit“ a young gir! 
whose parents neglected her, he poured 
out his money with lavish hand, but 
the giri did not appear to “benefit” as 
he desired. After educating her and 
giving her opportunities which other- 


this girl, May F. J. M. Fender, came to 
Los Angeles on a specific understand- 
ing that she should care for her bene- 
factor in his old age. In return she was 
to inherit his money. 

The result of this experiment was a 
miserable fiasco that landed old Daniel 
Cornwall in the courts seeking relief. 
The story came out in Judge Allen's 
court. 

The scene opened in the year 1893, 
whey Cornwall, who is now beyond 70 
yars of age, Was living in North Da- 
kota He was a prosperous farmer and 
stock dealer, a widower with one mar- 
ried daughter. Not far away from the 
Cornwall ranch lived a Canadian fam- 
ily, by name Fender, having a pretty 
trim little daughter, May, about 15 
years of age The father was dissipated 
and the family was very poor Corn- 
wall took compassion on the girl. for 
her position was peculiarly distressing 
by reason of the isolated life that her 
poverty-stricken family lived and be- 
cause of the drunken habits of her 
father. Gradually, as his sympathies 
were more and more appealed to, Corn- 
wall fell into the habit of giving this 
ri money with which to decently 
clothe herself, and in that way became 


ſoring under a misapprehension regard- 


imanded of his protegé the surrender of

til the small household on the North 
Dakota prairie was a strange out-of- 
the-way duplicate of a New York tene- 


ment, with all the misery such a place | 


stands for. The daughter's susceptibil- 
ities had not been blunted: she felt 
the humiliation of her position, Corn- 
Wall suggested that she go to her 
grandmother at Rochester, N. Y., and 
Offered to pay all expenses if she would 
attend school and fit herself for a wo- 
man's part in life. The gir! consented, 
and it was arranged that she should 
take with her a small brother. Cornwall 
paid for outfitting the two with cloth- 
ing. and then gave the girl $300 to pay 
her way and that of her brother to Ro- 
chester. 

The girl went to school all right—for 
two months, when she considered that 
her education was complete. She pre- 
ferred clerking in a store, and kept at 
that while writing with more or less 
regularity to Cornwall, telling bim her 
needs and drawing from him during a 
period of four years an aggregate sum 
of $2000. Miss Fender told her bene- 
factor that her grandmother took the 
money he sent, and that she had been 
compelled to go and live with an aunt. 
Not a great while afterwards she wrote 
that her aunt had turned her into the 
street. 

In 1903 Cornwall had occasion to go 
East. He dropped into Rochester. He 
saw May Fender frequently, and then, 
bidding her good bye, came out to 
Washington, in which State he pur- 
chazed a hotel. Returning East on busi- 
ness, he brought the young woman with 
him on returning to the Pacific Coast. 
it being understood that she was to be 
put into a good school. But the unfor- 
seen happened. 

About a month after his return from 
the Kast Cornwall had an opportunity 
to sell out his hotel to good advantage, 
and not knowing exactly what he 
would do he sent May back to her 
friends in New York State. In the 
spring of 1904 he was again back in 
Rochester, and, feeling feeble, and real- 
izing that his days of business aciivity 
were drawing to a close, he made a 
stipulation with the girl whom he had 
befriended so continuously that if she 
would accompany him to California, 
where he intended to end his days, and 
would care for him, he would leave her 
his property. She jumped at the chance. 
Meantime Cornwall had made a present 
of $10,000 to his married daughter. 

The evidence adduced in court showed 
that Miss Fender at this time was lab- 


ing the old man’s money. She assumed 
that he bad an income of about $1000 a 
month, though there was no evidence 
tending to show that Cornwall had ever 
misied her in this regard by misrepre- 
sentations. 

The old man and maid arrived in this 
city in May of last year and at once 
fell into the hands of a real estate man, 
who quickly unloaded upon him a 
rooming-house for $3000. This deal 
took almost all of the old man’s capital. 

The rooming-house bill of: sale was 
made out to Miss Fender, this being 
thought best in case of the old man’s 
death; she agreeing, however, that if he 
wanted to sell out or change the title 
she would not interfere. The house 
proved a failure, and Cornwall ex- 
changed it for an equity in a five-acre 
ranch and a note for $1650, payable $150 
a month and secured by mortgage on 
the rooming-house. Cornwall directed 
that the papers in the exchange be 
made out to himself, and thereupon 
went out to the ranch. 

When the time arrived for the pa- 
pers to be signed the agents telephoned 
to the rooming-house for the full namie 
of Cornwall. Miss Fender replied that 
Mr. Cornwall couldn't talk over the 
phone, but she instructed that the 
papers be made out to her. That was 
done. When Cornwall returned from 
the ranch and discovered it he de- 


the papers. She professed acquiesence 
and handed over the note and mort- 
gage and land contract, which the old 
an supposed invested him with title. 
n Miss May slipped down town and 
sought legal advice. 

Acting upon the advice she received 
she had the purchaser of the rooming- 
house make out a new chatte! mort- 
gage, and going to the office of the 
County Recorder she had the old one 
in Cornwall's posession) cancelled. 
Then the clever young lady traded off 
the note and mortgage to a third per- 
son and got the papers into the hands 
of an innocent party whom the law, 
apparentiy, could not touch. 

When Cornwall found out that he 


was minus his property he applied to | 


the court for relief, and Judge Allen 
held that Miss Fender was merely 
holding in trust for him. He got the 
judgment all right, but apart from the 
equity in the ranch the judgment sad- 
dies on him a fine law suit. The per- 
son holding the note and mortgage has 
yet to be settled with, and Cornwall's 
claim is that the whole affair was part 
and parcel of the same plot concocted 
for his undoing by the recipient of his 
bounty—Miss Fender. She is by this 
time a handsome, dashing young wom.- 
an of 23.

Color Photography for an Eclipse. 


On August 30 of the present year 
there will take place a total eclipse 
of the sun, which will de visible on 
land in Northwestern Canada, Labra- 
dor, Spain, Eastern Algeria, Tunis, 
Tripoli, Egypt and Arabia. As usual, 
carefully organized scientific. parties 
are preparing to observe and study this 
interesting phenomenon, and various 
Stations will be oceupied by astrono- 
mers with elaborate apparatus. One of 
the novelties to be attempted is to ap- 
ply color photography to the observa- 
tion of the eclipse, so that a record can 
be made of the appearance of the 
chromosphere and corona, The plan is 
to employ the three-celor process whe 
screens of different colors are used wit 
three different plates, each screen cut- 
ting off light of various colors, so that 
when positives from the three plates 
are made and used with light of a color 
corresponding to the screen the result- 
ing picture has the colors of the orig- 
inal. For the eclipse photographs a 
camera with three lenses and three 
screens will probably be employed, as 
it is necessary that the exposures shall 
be made simultaneousiy. As the plates 
are sensitive to the different colors in 
different degrees, there will be a prop- 
erly adjusted diaphragm or stop. for 
each lens, so that the same time of 
exposure will suffice for all. The color 
phenomena of a total eclipse of the 
sun are considered most beautiful, and 
considerable interest attaches to this 


method of reproduci them.— -

LEANING AGAINST THE ROCK.

If ever day had bidden fair to be 
gloriously beautiful to its end it was 
one that began with a shower in the 
morning, clearing at noontime to crisp 
blue overhead, wonderful greens and 
red underfoot, opal shades on the 

ntains. Mocking birds sang from 
the peppers. Song sparrows swung 
and swayed on the delicate sprays of 
southernwood and gave to the world 
their notes of cheer. Even the butcher 
bird, seemingly filled with some saving 
}grace, sullen and silent as a rule, gave 
a note or two, thus warning smaller 
life in time to escape from his wicked 


The invitation from the trail is clear 
and distinct on such a day. Every 
breath of warm air from the East, 
fragrant with growing life, bears a 
winning sweetness. It tells of fern 
leaves uncurling from the black leaf 
mold, of wild cyclamens in blossom, 
of yellow violets, ot sage—the rant 
breath from these great rock-walled 
mountains. 

Try as one may, it is impossible to 
stay indoors such a day as this. One's 
feet instinctively turn to the trail. 
The new red growth of the sumac in- 
terlaces with the tender green of the 
elder. You force your way through, 
and then climb and climb. Always a 
height beyond to be gained. 

If you have never known the joy and 
freedom of a climb like this, ps 
you cannot understand that each bit 
of simple quartz, dislodged from its 
bed in the soft earth with the toe of 
your boot, picked up and conveyed to 
handy pocket, is as valuable to the 
possessor as is a diamond of wéight 
to a seeker in the Transvaal. Per- 
haps you cannot feel that the music 
of this bird chorus is grander than 
any overture from Wagner in which 
your musical soul delighted in other 


ys. 

Could you feel that the little bunch 
of wild cyclamens you have gathered 
and carry close in your hand is more 
beautiful than the great American 
Beauties he sent you when you were a 
débutante. If y cannot, then you 
are a stranger the trail. 

Here to the right. is a little oak, 
whose brown leav a few days ago 
seemed to indicate that life had fled in 
the past dry season. Today the brown 
leaves have been dislodged by swelling 
red buds, that by tomorrow will form 
new leaves in perfect outline. 

There along the edge of a rock is a 
‘line. of coffee ferns, perfectly and 
artistically arranged, a 
fiorist’s idea for a banquet table. ere, 
close to the ground, is a little bunch 
of heart-shaped green leaves, hiding 
tiny specks of yellow, that tell you in 
one breath they are violets. Hold them 
to your face, and you get the fragrance 
of the first ripe apricots. | 

Then you become conscious of a little 
unusual thread of sound. It comes 
from the left far down the incline. 
Over the polished, seamed, gray rock 
there is a little sweep of swiftly-run- 
ning water. You plant your right heel 
firmly in the soft soil, grasp an oak 
branch, put the other foot forward, let 
your body go, and you are down beside 
the miniature river. Full length on 
the rocks you lean to the edge of the 
water and drink. Was ever draught 
so cool and refreshing? 

While you linger here, the water is 
dimpled with falling drops. You glance 
up to find the sky gray. Some light 
drops fall on your face. Heavier ones 
in an instant beat on your shoulders. 
You seize an oak branch and lift your- 
self back to the trail as the rain 
sweeps down the cafion with a “hush, 
hush” on the leaves, a swirl of water 
on the gray rocks, a muffled roar that 
grows loud and louder. Tiny streams 
begin to trickle down the mountain side 
across the trail and into the cafion. 
There is no shelter. Shall you go on or 
ture back? Just ahead the little new 
stream has widened and you find you 


cannot step across. You turn to go 


back down the trail: Before you is an- 
other new stream, almost a torrent. All 
the watershed from this mighty moun- 
tain in a storm like this is thundering 
into the cafion before you, behind you, 
Colored with yellow sand, streaks of 
deccmposed granite, drifting brush, 
Sage snapped off and swept into the 
current—it all goes down in the flood. 
You lean against the rock on the moun- 
tain's breast and the consciousness of 
your weakness before an element like 
this comes over you. The torrent on 
either side grows rougher, browner, 
deeper, nearer. Instinctively, and with- 
out premeditation, your lips form the 
words— From lightning and tempest™ 
—and your hand goes up to your breast, 
where in an amulet is hidden the face 
of one ever dearer than all others. 
Many times before, in moments of 
doubt and weakness, the touch of this 
little jewel has given seeming strength.

Marine Engineers Bar Li- 
censed Non- unionists.

And Alliance Sends Memorial 
to Washington. 


Unionists All Bluff Now and 
Dare Not Strike. 


[FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aprii 7.—-A me- 
morial which the Citizens’ Alliance 
gent recently to the Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor et Washington, has 
caused some stir all along the Coast 
among the sailors and shipowners. 
One result which may be looked for is 
the formation of a etrong organization 
of shipownere and managers, which 
will see to it that the business of its 
members is conducted as they see fit, 
without reference to Furuseth and his 
followers. The memoria! reads as fol- 
lows: 

“To thé Honorable Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor, Washington, 
D. C. 

“Sir: Your memorialist has the honor 
to present the following facts respect-. 
ing a potential restraint and hindrance 
of commerce in coast and deep-water 
shipping. The law requires that all 
marine engineers shall, after examina- 
tion by the Federal inspectors, receive 
the license of the United States to pur- 
sue their calling. The law requires 
that an applicant for examination as 
a licensee shall present the signatures 
of two licensed engineers in indorse- 
ment of bis application, 

“This proper and necessary law, re- 
stricting marine engineering to the li- 
censees of the government, is intended 
to facilitate commerce, and to enhance 
the safety of life and property on the 
high seas and in other trades in which 
registered vessels and boats are em- 
ployed. The license of the engineer 
confers an exclusive privilege upon 
its holder. No one else, no matter 
what his skill and experience, lacking 
the Federal license, is permitted to en- 
ter the vocation of a marine engineer. 
As the license confers an exclusive 
privilege, it also imposes an obliga- 
tion upon the licensee. He is, in a di- 
rect sense, the beneficiary and repre 
sentative of his government. His H- 


cense is in the nature of an enlistment 


in a service, from which others are ex- 
cluded, and in which he ie to consider 
his obligation to his employer and his 
government as paramount to all other 
obligations whatsoever. As his - 
cense commands respect, he must re- 
spect it when held by other licensees. 

“Your memorialist has the honor to 
represent that, by reason of a combi- 
notion between numerous licensed 
marine engineers in the seaports of 
the Pacific Coast, in the nature of an 
exclusive union, other licensees are 
forbidden and deprived of the right ta 
work at their calling under their said 
licenses; that the said union of licens- 
ed engineers, by refusing to admit to 
its membership other skillful and li- 
censed engineers, nullifies the license 
of the Federal government, destroys 
its efficacy as a permit to follow the 
vocation of the marine engineer, and 
asserts the superiority of the permit 
of the Marine Engineers’ Union to the 
license of the United States. 

“And your memoralist has the hon- 
or to represent that ths said Marine 
Engineers’ Union, by affiliation and 
federation with unions of firemen, ste- 
vedores, marine cooks and waiters and 
sailors, is able to completely deny em- 
ployment to skillful and duly licensed 


marine engineers not of its member- 


ship. If such licensed engineer, being 
a non-member of this union. secures 
employment on a ship, sailors, fire- 
men, cooks, waiters and sailors refuse 
their duty, and etevedores and long- 
shoremen's unions refuse to handle 
her cargo. Under this system of affili- 
ated unions, the. licensed engineer re- 
fuses duty when enjoined to do so by 
his union's rules respecting a sytnpa- 
thetic strike By such means and 
such violation and misuse of the rights 
acquired by the license of the United 
States, ships are subjected to fines by 
unlons and combinations, their dis- 
charge of cargo is delayed. and com- 
merce is restrained and hindered. 

“Your memorialist asks that your 
department take such steps as will 
protect commerce by making the Fed- 
eral license of a marine engineer para- 
mount, and what the law intended it 
to be, his sole permit and warrant of 
right to employment in his licensed 
vocation, and that the assertion of au- 
thority In a Marine Engineers’ Union, 
superior to that of the United States, 
shall be prevented by revocation of the 
license of all engineers who associate 
themselves in such union. 

“As a precedent for the guidance of 
your department in considering this 
ease. your memorialist has the honor 
to refer to Synopsis of Decisions of the 
Treasury Department for the ‘year 
1893, from Nos. 13,62] to 14,566, page 
617. Synopste 14,206. 

“In that case the river pilots and 
the rapids pilote on the Upper Mis- 
sissippi River, being Federal lHeensees, 
formed federated unions. The panide 
pilots refused to take over the rapids 
of the river any steamboat not piloted 
by a member of the River Pilots’ Un- 
ion.

The contractors and builders in Oak- | 
land, Alameda and Berkeley, number- 
ing 169, dare decided ‘% organize 
themselves into a compact association, 
which will be affiliated with the Citi- 
zens’ Alliance, af means of protect- 
ing themselves against the encroach- 
ments of the Building Trades Council. 

Contractors who employ son-union 
men on buildings under construction 
are still pestered dy labor grafterd 
who inform them that unless they dis- 
charge their non-union hands the un- 
ion men in the other trades will be 
called out. Sometimes they find a 
weak-knee who does the bidding of 
the grafters. A case of this kind oc- 
curred last week, when a non-union 
electrician employed to wire a store 
on Pine street, was approached by 
the contractor and told that he would 
have to quit, as the other men would 
walk oul if he continued at the jon. 
The electrician did not relish being 
turned adrift in thie high-handed 
way, and decided to continue at work, 
as he had the contract for the wiring 
and therefore a double right to resist 
the labor monopolists. But the latter 


who set themselves up as a law to 


themselves and others as well, threat- 
ened the electrician with bodily 
voilence if be did not in- 
stantly leave the job. He appealed to 
the Citizens’ Alliance for protection 
and a guard was promptly furnished. 
This settled the cowardly thugs, and 
the electrician went on with his work 
unmolested. Union men worked 
alongside of him, but there was no 
strike. It would have been a good 
thing for the contractor had they 
walked out, but the unionists for the 
most part satisfy themselves with 
mere bluff these days. 


HEY RAISE 
FUNDS. 


GREAT MINE STRIKES CAUSED TO 
MAKE MILLIONS.

Mitchell, Haywood and Moyer 
. Brought on Three Disastrous Strikes 
for Ne Other Purpose Than to 
Raise Enormous Treasuries from 


Generaus and Sympathetic Workers. 


Now that bitter war is on between 
trade-unionism and Socialism in the 
labor ranks and the American Federa- 
tion of Labor has officially forbidden 
its membership to contribute any 
money funds to the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners, because the latter or- 
ganizatidn is trying to destroy trade- 
unionism and commit American or- 
ganized labor to Socialism and radicai- 
lem. it is an opportune time to reveal 
a secret concerning the origin and mo- 
tif of the great strike in the Colorado 
gold fields last year, writes Walter 
Wellman in the Chicago Record-Her- 
ald. It is about as black and ugly a 
story as one would care to read of men 
who are presumably respectable. In 
conversation with the writer at Den- 
ver last summer, William D. Hay- 
wood, secretary and moving spirit of 
the Western Federation of Miners, 


said: 

“When John Mitchell started his 
strike in the anthracite coal fields of 
Pennsylvania, he had only $9000 in his 
treasury; when the strike came to an 
end, he had $1,000,000. Why can’t we 
do the same?” 

Thus was disclosed the real animus 
of the great strike in the Cripple Creek 
and Telluride fidds—a strike which 
led to untold loss end suffering on the 
part of Haywood’s dupes and to many 
violent deaths. There never was any 
excuse for this strike. It was a strike 
brought on by Haywood and Moyer for 
the simple purpose of emulating. John 
Mitchell's example in raising an enor- 
mous fund from generous and sympa- 
thetic working people throughout the 
country. 

Haywood was nearly correct about 
Mitchell's experience. A few months 
ago 1 told Mr. Mitchell what Haywood 
hed eaid to me and asked him what 
the facta were: 

He réplied that when the anthracite 
strike started, the United Mine Work- 
ers of America had in their treasury 
about $27,000, and when the strike wus 
settled through the intervention of 
President Roosevell, the sum in the 
treasury was between $900,000 and 81, 


Mr. Mitchell explained, however, 
that the union mine workers have 
nearly a quarter of a miilion of mem- 
bers. A monthly assesament had been 
levied upon ali these thousands. in 
this way the big sum had been accu- 
mulated. Only @ small percentage, 
probably not a tenth of the whole, hdd 
come from other labor organizations 
and the general public. 

Mr. Mitehell added that he had no 
foubt of the desire “to work” trades 
union members throughout the coun- 
try. for a big fund suvscribed through 
sympathy wae the real animus and 
moving cause of the gold strike engi- 
neered by Haywood and Moyer. 

Haywood and Moyer have the satis- 
faction of knowing that even if they 


did nearly wreck the Western Federa- 


tion of Miners, even if they did run it 
out of the Colorado gold camps, even 
if they did cause a score of men to 
meet violent deaths and thousands of 
men, women and children to suffer 
great losses and indescribable agony 
throughout the long reign of terror 
brought on by the dynamiters and the 
repression of the military authorities, 
they have at least succeeded in raising 
a part of tbe “big stake” which they 


set out for. They have not secured 8 
million, but they have done pretty 
weil. 


“Officers of the American Federation 
of Labor, at the national headquarters 
in this city, say Moyer and Haywood 
admit having received a total of $434,- 
000, but they publish no itechtzed 
statement as to how that enormous 
fund has been expended. It is a safe 
guess that no such itemized statement 
showing truly what has been done 
with ali the money will ever be pub- 
lished,

SAN FRANCISCO, April 7.—A dray- 
age firm which delivers under contract 
for five or six large stores, recently 
took their foreman into the’ firm, as 
areward for faithful service. The fore- 
man was a member of a union, but 
upon becoming an employer he re- 
signed from it. Promotion for merit 
is something the average untonists 
find it hard to forgive; but to ascend 
from the ranks of labor to those of 
employers is among their unparion- 
able sins; and when the resignation 
had been received and the reason was 
known an indignation meeting was 
held, when instructions were given the 
walking delegate to order the firm to 
discharge the offending foreman or 
suffer a boycott. The Citizens’ Alli- 
ance was called upon, which advised 
drastic measures. It recommended 
the discharge of every union man Sat- 
urday night and the employment of a 
full non-union crew Monday morning. 
The firm acted upon this sensible ad- 
vice; every man jack of the unionists 
was fired, and bright and early Mon- 
day morning a complete non-union 
crew was on hand. But Ao sooner 
were the wagons taken out than they 
were surrounded by a howling mob in- 
tent upon preventing the new men 
from doing their work. The police 
were called upon, but failed to protect 
the drivers. Then the Alliance took

MISDEMEANOR IN ALABAMA, 

In the case of Toney vs. State, 37 
Southern Reporter, 332. a recent act 
of the Alabama Legislature, provid- 
ing that the breach of a labor con- 
tract should constitute a mieic 
meanor, was before the court upon 
the question of constitutionality. 

This remarkable statute, says the 
Green Bag, was presumabiy passed 
to correct the great evils which re- 
sult from the abandonment of farms 
by laborers and renters without justi- 
able excuse; perhaps after obtain- 
ing advances and incurring indebted - 
ness to the employer, and often leav- 
ing the crops when it ts almost im- 


possible to secure other labor to 
work and harvest them. It provided, 
in brief, that any person who had 


contracted in writing to serve an- 
other for a given time, o- any person 
who had by a written contract leased 
or rented iand for a specified time, or 
any person who had contracted in 
writing to cultivate land or furnish 
teams or labor for this purpose, and 
who, before the expiration of the 
contract, without the consent of the 
other party. and without sufficient ex- 
euse (to be adjudged by the court.) 
should abandon said contract and 
make a second contract of a similar 
nature with other parties, without 
ziving notice to the person with 
whom the first contract was made, 
should be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction should be sub- 
fected to fine of itmprisonment, or 
both. 

Tt will be seen that the act in 
question prohibits the employé or 
renter from making subsequent con- 
tracts of the kind which he bad seen 
fit to abandon, except under one ot 
three conditions: the coneent of the 
employer or renter; second, the ex- 
istence of an excuse for the abandon- 
ment, which could not be determined 
except at the end of a criminal pros- 
ecution, and third, by the giving of 
notice of the existing contract to 
the future employer. The first con- 
dition could be made unavailable by 
the withholding of consent by the 
origina! employer. and the third 
would, of course, tend to prevent the 
making of a similar contract with a 
new employer for reasons which are 
obvious. 

The Alabama Supreme Court un- 
hesitatingly holds that such provi- 
sions are repugant to the provisions 
of the United States Constitution to 
the effect that no State shall make 
or enforce any law which shail 
abridge the privileges or immunities 
of the citizens of the United States, 
in that it restricts the right of con- 
tract. It is also held to violate the 
provisions of the State Constitution 
to the effect that the protection of 
the citizen and the enjoyment of life, 
liberty and property is the sole object 


of government.

But 
hope deferred makes the heart grow 
weary, and the typos declare, almost 
openly, that the Examiner is not the 
“artist” it ought to be It ie admit- 
ted in the Examiner office, in an un- 
dertone, that their pretensions and 
posing have not been convincing; but 
retort, in a stronger note, that Jim 
Lynch is responsible. The daily or- 
gan of industrial strife came here on 
the misrepresentations of the presi- 
dent of the International Typograph- 
ical Union, and it is for him and his 
local followers to find a way of mak- 
ing the Examiner a paying concern 
if they would have it continue in the 
field 


Some six or seven months ago this 
uitimatum was delivered to the typos 
and has been repeated quite recently. 

The boycotting printers are not so 
boastful and confident as they were— 
say, two or three years ago. They 
have learned some costly lessons, and 
would have preferred to pass this bur- 
den to other shoulders. But they 
were clearly in for it, whether they 
liked it or not, and there was solid Sat- 
isfaction in having the Examiner here, 
for what injury it might be able to do 
the business and reputation of The 
Times.

One of the chief dangers of building 
A canal at sea level would be the drift- 
ing of silt into the canal from the 
humerous little streams on the surface 
and underground that are always 
found in a mountainous region of vol- 
canic origin. Should a vessel get 
aground from stem to stern on one 
of those beds of silt it will be there 
to stay, as every mariner knows that 
it is next to impossible to raise a 
vessel in that condition. 

The passing and repassing of tug- 
boats and steam vessels along the 
canal would cause the erosion of its 
banks and, in consequence, the settling 
in the bottom of the caval of mud and 
silt, which in time would fill it up 
unless dredged out. This would neces- 
sitate the continual use of dredging 
‘machines. The amount of dredging to 
‘be done would be enormous. The large 
number of dredging machines would 
cause the suspension of all traffic on 
the canal during the night. The con- 
tinual piling up of mud upon the 
banks of the canal would be a very 
great menace to health, exposing its 
miasmatic influences to the sun's rays 
and the atmosphere. 

A canal at sea level would be depend- 
ent upon the tides, and in case of a 
deep draft vessel might have to wait 
several days if the wind was from off 
shore before it could enter the canal. 

The encroachment of v upon 
the canal, and particularly of kelp, 


would be a t obstruction to a canal 
ct sea level How to get rid of it 
would be a ous problem to solve,

SHELLS THAT FIND MARKETS ALL 
OVER THE WORLD. 


Into Curios, Poultry Food and Fer- 
tilizers. 


Terminal Island, and San Pedro, are 
now the center of an enormous indus- 
‘TY, Over a million feet of lumber being 
shipped in by boat and out by rail each 
week. But there are other important 
industries on the island, and two of 
these, closely allied, namely the Can- 
ning Company and the Pearl Manu- 
facturing Company are of very 
interest, inasmuch as they han a4 
distinctively California and very beau- 
tiful product, the abalone shell.

THE ABALONE ITSELF. 
Most Californians know that the 
Abalone is a univalve fish which is 
found in large numbers attached to 
the rocks at the bottom of the shal- 
low water along the Coast of Califor- 
nia, and particularly along the shores 
of Catalina, where now a boat with a 
crew of eight or nine men is busy all 
the time gathering them. Divers are 
sent down in their suits and work for 
several hours at a time without com- 
ing to the surface, prying the fish 
from the rocks and sending them up 
to the boat. The abalone is a pecu- 
liar fish. It is one solid piece of mus- 
cle arouhd which are wrapped the di- 
gestive, circulatory and nervous sys- 
tems of the fish, which gains its sus- 
tenance through the holes in the shell. 
FIFTEEN TONS A WEEK. : 
When the season is at its height 
from twelve to fifteen tons of abalone 
are handied each week. They are 
taken from the shell, the intestines 
removed, and the remaining muscles 
either boiled for canning and shipped 
to many points, all by a secret process 
known only to W. W. Beach, which 
renders them the finest in the world, 
or dried by steam preparatory for the 
use of the Japanese, Chinese and other 
orientals. This is the only place 
where abalone-ere dried by steam, 
and the results from the methods of 
Mr. Beach are most satisfactory. The 
Canning Company is now doing a busi- 
ness. of from $35,000 to $40,000 per 
year. 
SHELLS ARE VALUABLE. 
When the fish are removed the 
Shells are saved.

Estimates now being pre- 
pared showing the probable cost of 
maintaining the rural free delivery 
service during the fiscal year 1905-06, 
and upon which the appropriation 
made at the coming session of Con- 
gress will be based, indicates that it 
will cost about $20,000,000 a year to 
maintain. It is stated that in order 
that the service may be extended in 
conformity with the present plans of 
the department, and what are believed 
to be the wishes of both houses of 
Congress, an additional sum of $6,000.- 
000 will be necessary. The present 
plans contemplate a gradual and rea- 
sonable advance in the expenditures 
each year until the grand total of 340. 
000,000 is reached. It is believed that 
eventually practically the entire 
country can be covered with a net- 
work of rural routes in operation for 
this annual expenditure. Forty mi- 
lions of dollars is a generous sum; but 
in no other way perhaps, could the 
money be more advantageously ex- 
pended than in giving to the rural 
communities throughout the entire 
country, as rapidly as circumstances 
make it practicable, an efficient free 
delivery service. 


STEAM TURBINE PLANT. 

It is announced that an order has 
been entered for the equipment of a 
power-house for the electrical opera- 
tion of gold-dredging boats on the 
Alaskan rivers. Tae plan is an en- 
tirely new one, and involves many .in- 
teresting features. The contract was 
awarded to the Westinghouse com- 
panies of Pittsburgh by the Canadian 


Klondike Mining Company. A visit 
was made to the works of the West- 
inghouse interests at East Pittsburgh 
to ascertain if electrical machinery 
could be used in the gold-mining 
plant. After considering various plans 
it was decided to install q 400-kilo. 
watt turbo generator in the power- 
house, to be driven by a 600-horse 
power Westinghouse-Parsons steam 
turbine. The dredgeboats are being 
built by the Marion Steam Shovel | 
Company of Marion, Ohio. On these 
boats will be installed induction mo- 
tors aggregating a total of about 500. 
horse pawer, and varying in size 
from 7% to 100-horse power. The 
power-house will be located at 
Dawson City, and the dredges 
will operate on the Yukon River 
and its tributaries. Lines for 
transmitting power will be strung , 
from the station to the boats wherever | 
they may be working. Electrical ma- 
chinery .is used very extensively in 
mining operations, but this plant will 
be watched with considerable interest, 
owing to the remoteness of the coun- 
try and the new field will be opened. 


ELECTRIC FAN AND HEATER. 

A fan that gives out, instead of a 
cooling breeze, a blast of hot air has 
been invented by M. de Mare, a Bel- 
gian. The blades are of mica, on 
which are arranged resistance coils 
that are electrically heated to a high 
temperature. M. de Mare finds that 
compressed air absorbs the heat from 
the coils with great rapidity, and he 
accordingly incloses his fans in a cas- 
ing with an opening through which 
the blast issues. He is thus enabled 
to pass through the coils a current 
which, when the fan is at rest, would 
melt the thin wire, but which, when it 
is in motion, does not even make it 
red-hot. The current of hot air issu- 
ing from the opening in the casing is 
said to be almost insupportably hot.

It is copiously 
illustrated, giving plans for example. 
of the rearing room, light movable 
trays, net used in changing beds, and 
so on. The little volume in a word, 
Is a Complete vade mecum and prac- 
tieal guide for all beginners in silk 
culture, and it can be obtained free 
on application to the Department of 
Agriculture, Washington, D. C. 

How to Get Cuttings and Eggs. 

The following circular of informa- 
tion in regard to the work in silk 
culture, issued by the department, is 
also of importance, for it shows just 
how mulberry cuttings and a supply 
of eggs can be obtained from the gov- 
ernment. It will be noted, too, that 
provision is made whereby the depart- 
ment purchases all dried cocoons pro- 
duced at market rates. Thus, it will 
be seen that the government is doing 
everything in its power to extend the 
industry, for it not only supplies the 
necessary equipment for a start but 
likewise guarantees a market for the 
— The circular runs as fol- 
ows: 

“This division has been 
with an investigation of the ibil- 
ities of profitable silk culture in the 
United States. Since it has already 
been shown that cocoons of excellent 
quality can be raised over practically 
the whole country (wherever the mul- 
berry will grow.) our first step is evi- 
dently to interest as many persons 
as possible in the cultivation of the 
silkworm in order that there may be

a guaranteed supply of cocoons when 
the time comes for the establishment 
of silk reeling on a commercial basis. 
Therefore, to all persons wishing to 
engage in silk culture and who do not 
possess the necessary food plants, the 
department will send mulberry cut- 
tings in small numbers, and to those 
persons who already have the proper 
mulberry trees we will send, in sea- 
son, enough of the silkworm eggs for 
a good start. It is hoped that before 
long private enterpriee will take up 
the matter of erecting  silk-reeling 
plants and thus create a permanent 
market for.the cocoons. In the mean- 
time, so long as Congress appropriates 
for the purpose, we will buy the co- 
coons at approximately the current 
European market price which is 
from 75 cents to $1 a pound for dried 
cocoons. We are operating a reel at 
this office im order to convert the 
cocoons into marketable raw silk. 

“Persons who desire silkworm eggs 
should request them in March, April 
or May, giving a statement as to the 
number and kind of mulberry trees to 
which they have access. The leaves 
of the white mulberry (Morus alba) 
and its varieties moretti, rosea, japon- 
len, and multicaulis make the best 
silkworm food. The Russian mulberry, 
another variety of Morus alba known 
as tartarica, is also an excellent vari- 
ety for this purpose and is best suited 
to the northern States. The leaves of 
Osage orange make very good silk- 
worm food if the young and too suc- 
eulent ones are avoided. The native 
red mulberry and the paper mulberry 
are not at all suitable. 

“We will distribute mulberry cut- 
tings during winter and spring. 

“It is hoped that silk culture may 
prove of benefit to those members of 
families whose time is not altogether 
occupied in other ways, and also to

BIOGRAPHY. 


Life of an American. 
ATTOBIOGRAPHY OF ANDREW p WHITE. 
Century Company, New York. 

The autobiography of Hon. Andrew 
D. White, which has just been re- 
ceived from ‘the Century Company, 
promises to be the most important bio- 

aphical work of the season 1904-1905. 
mn laying down the two volumes the 

ighest prese that can be offered 
them is that they contain the story of 
an American of whom America may 
well be proud. Mr. White has been part 
and parcel of the life of the United 
States during the past fifty years. He 
has witnessed the growth of Amer- 
lea; he has played a part in some of the 
most important events of American 
history during the years since he at- 
tained to manhood. During the years 
of his public life ne has occupied 
many positions of importance, and 
each and every one of these has been 
filled with credit. The life, therefore. 
of Dr. White must, firet of all, attract 
to itself significance, because of the 
fact that it represents the advance or 
growth of one who is typical of our 
best manhood. It must, next, but with 
hardly less force, win a hearing be- 
Cause it is more or less part of the 
history of our country. After finishing 
his college course, Mr. White went to 
St. Petersburg as an attaché of the 
American Legation, id there remained 
ae Fagg winter of 1855 and the spring 
of 1856; that is, during the last days 
of Nicholas I, and the first days of 
Alexander II, the most interesting pe- 
riod of the Crimean War. Then, dur- 
ing about three years, he was a stu- 
Gent at the University of Berlin, at the 
College of France and at the Sorbonne 
m Paris, and a traveler in various parts 
of Europe, thence returning to become 
professor of history at the University 
of Michigan. He was a New York 
State Senator from 1864 to 1868, and. 
as such, introduced various measures 
important to the State, among these 
a bill chartering Cornell University. 

ie measure he carried against great 
Opposition, and then, having n 
unanimously elected by its trustees as 
president of the university, held that 
Position during twenty years, and his 
work in advancing the cause of 
American education is beyond all esti- 
mate. He was one of the commission- 
ers to Santo Domingo in 1871, and a 
commissioner to the Faris Exposition 
in 1878. He was Minister to Germany 
im 1879-1881, and to Russia in 1892-1894. 
He was a member of the Venezuelan 
Bound Commission in 1895, and 
w the Ambassador to Germany 
1897 to 1903. Last, but by no 
means least, he was president of the 
American delegation to The Hague 
ce Conference. “I may honestly 
plead before my old friends and stu- 
Gents who shall read this book,’ he 
gays, “that my life has been mainly 
@evoted to worthy work; that I can 
Wok back upon the leading things in it 
With satisfaction; that, whether as re- 
gards religion, politics, education, or 
the public service in general, it will 
be found not a matter of unrelated 
shreds and patches, but to have been 
developed in obedience to a well-de- 


fined line of pu : re- 
view the main things along 
this line with thankfulness: First, 


my work at the University of Michi- 
— which enabled me ‘o do something 
ward preparing the way for a better 
System of thiigher education in the 
United States; ne<t, my work in the 
New York State Senate, which enabled 
me to aid effectively in developing the 
school system of the State, in estab- 
lishing a health department in the me- 
tropolis, in promoting good legislation 
in various fie and, in securing the 
charter of Cornell University: next, 
my part in founding Cornell Univer- 
sity and In mamtaining it for more 
than twenty years; next, the prepara- 
tion of a book which, whatever its 
shortcomings and however deprecated 
by many men, „ as I believe, 
done service to science, to education, 
and to religion; next. many speeches, 
articles, pamphiets, which have aided 
in the development of right reason on 
political, financial, and social questions; 
and, finally, the opportunity given me 
at a critical period to ald in restoring 
end maintaining good relations be- 
tween the United States and Germany, 
and in establishing the international ar- 
ditration tribunal of The Hague. I 
say these things not boastfully, but 
reverentiy. I have sought to fight the 
good fight; I have sought to keep the 
faith—faith in a Power in the universe 
enou to make truth-seeking 
wise, and strong enough to make truth- 
telling effective—faith in the rise of 
man rather than in the fall of man— 
faith in the gradual evolution and ulti- 
mate prevalence of right reason among 
men. So much I hope to be pardoned 
for giving as an ‘apologia pro vita 
mes.

rt V is the most interesting. This is 
Dr. White “In the Diplomatic Service.“ 
Here his services brought him into in- 
timate relations with very many per- 
sons of note in this country and 
abroad; he made friends of great men 


- on both sides of the Atlantic: and of 


his life and his experience and his 
friendsh!i he writes most interest- 
ingly. course, In his story of his 
diplomatic service he has to return to 
an early portion of his life, 1854. when 
he became the attaché at St. Peters- 
burg. The chapter-heads of this part 
of the work are full of suggestion: As 
Attaché at St. Petersburg—1854-1855: As 
Bearer of Dispatches in War Time— 
1855: As Commissioner to Santo Do- 
mingo—i871; As Commissioner to the

For the Music Lover. 
THE ART OF THE MUSICIAN. fr 

Hanchett, The Macmillan o., 

Many people who are fond of music— 
who love it passionately—are, never- 
theless, unable to appreciate it intel- 
lectually. That is, such enjoyment as 
they derive from the rendition of a 
musical composition is emotional rather 
than intellectual. The trained musician 
can understand to what extent a per- 
former is successful in playing a se- 
lection. He is able to enjoy both the 
composition -and the interpretation. 
But many who would that they might 
be able to listen critically as well as 
the trained musician find it difficult to 
obtain gufficient knowledge of music to 
do so. This is not because they are un- 
willing to spend the time required tor 
study, but because the means of ac- 
quiring such knowledge or the methods 
of study are not known to them. Works 
upon musical subjects, when they cre 
worth anything at all, are, as a rule, 
so technical that the average reader 
with no musical training cannot read 
them intelligently. The present book is 
an exception to this rule. It is in- 
tended chiefly to stimulate investiga- 
tion of that much neglected subject— 
music—and may serve as a. text-book 
for instruction. It is designed to em- 
phasize the distinction between the real 
study of music and the study of the 
arts of playing and singing, which have 
so long been mistaken for it. But it is 
calculated most of all to supply the de- 
mand of those mature lovers of music 
who wish to understanr the aims and 
purposes of a composer, some of the 
methods of his work, and to get some 


ground for fairly judging his attain- 
ments and results. It aims to supply 


such information as should make con- 
cert going more satisfactory, listening 
to music more intelltgent, and that may 
assist in elevating the standards of 
church, theatrical, and popular music.” 
The book is made up of sixteen papers. 
The foundation of the text was a series 
of lectures, more er less popular, which 
the author has delivered before mixed 
audiences. The subjects treated are 
art and music, the materials of music, 
the life of music, the soul of music, the 
beauty of music, the germ of music, 
thematic development, counterpoint 
and fugue, form building, classical mu- 
sic, romantic music, the-art of the in- 
terpreter, musical education and the 
test of musical worth.

TAL LAW HE SPIRITUAL WORLD.

he title of Dr. Rufus M. Jones's 
studies in human and divine inter- 
relationship, “Social Law in the Spir- 
itval World,” will call to mind Drum- 
mond’s “Natural Law in the Spiritual 
World,” which appeared in the eighties, 
There is between the two works more 
than a mere similarity of titles, for Dr. 
Jones admits that his volume endeav- 
ors to accomplish today for existing 
conditions just what Drummond's book 
did in ite day for the conditions that 
were then prevailing. “When Drum- 
mond wrote his book, the prevailing 
problems were biologlcal-we were ask- 
ing how we could get our Christian 
doctrines of sin and salvation to @t 
inte a system of evolution.” Dr. Jones 
asserts that that problem no longer 
exists for most thoughtful persons. The 
Galilean has conquered again, has 
again led captivity captive. “Since 
Drummond's book appeared the prob- 
lem has shifted. The Christian minis- 
ter today is not anxiously reading 
books on biology. The stress lies else- 
where. He is keenly watching the 
progress of psychology. He is begin- 
ning to discover that every one of his 
precious articles of faith must finally 
submit to a psychological test. He has 
weathered geology and biology: can he 


peradventure bring his ship past this 


new headland?” Dr. Jones is eminently 
competent to handle the subject which 
attrects his pen. He is a man of broad 
and thorough training in the religious 
aspect of his subject. His position as 
professor of philosophy in Haverford 
College is a warrant for his compe- 
tency to view his subject in the psy- 
chological aspect. Dr. Jones fully ap- 
preciates the importance of his sub- 
ject. He admits in the very opening 
thot this ig a materialistic age, that 
men and women are hurrying to and 
fro in their quest for things that are 
material. But he also aseerts that 
never in the world’s history have men 
and women been equally active in their 
quest to learn of God, never so “urgent 
and insistent with questions ori the na- 
ture and purposes of God.” This open- 
ing chapter, supplementing the intro- 
duction, is in itself introductory. Into 
the real heart of the subject we are 
carried when in chapter II Dr. James 
writes of the meaning of personality, 
ana in the following chapter upon the 
realization of persons. We then have 
a series of essays upon religion and 
psychology, or, accepting Dr. Jones's 


own title, a series of studies in human 


and divine inter-relationship.” These 
are on “Self-Sacrifice,”” “The Subcon- 
scious Life.” “The Testimohy of Mys- 


ticiem,.” “The Inner Light.“ The Test 
of Spiritual Guidance,” “Faith as a 
Pathway to Reality.“ The Self and the 
Overself,” and “The Divine-Human 
Life.” What is the conclusion of the 
book. According to Dr. Jones, “Dante, 
at the summit of his celestial journey, 
sees the saints of all ages as the petals 
of a mighty rose, forming one consum- 
mate flower with God Himself for cen- 
ter. No figure could better suggest the 
truth of this codperative, organic spir- 
itux! life.

There were above their heads 
only the beautiful Italian skies; there 
were beneath their feet only the roses, 
anc their faces knew nothing but 
smiles and kisses. liut misfortune falls 
upon these two—or at least upon Cos- 
tantino. Costantino ie under arrest and 
being tried when the story opens. Of 
Eis happler days there is no accoun: 
given, but in subsequent portions of 
the book it is hinted at. Costantino is 
sent away to prison, and his wife is 
heart-broken. But a change comes over 
her. By the law she is entitled to a 
divorce because of the conviction of 
her husband. She obtains jt and is mar- 
ried to Brontu Dejas, a man who is 
far below her, a drunkard and a man 
of coarse fiber. Then Costantino is re- 
leased, and he cores back into his 
world to find the woman of his heart 
has been false to their love. Giovanna 
still loves Costantino: he, too, loves 
her, but not in the old way. There is 
the beginning of intrigue. Martina De- 
jas is e mother of Glovanna's sen- 
ond en nd, and when she finds the 
old lover of her daughter-in-law re- 
turned and received with open arms by 
her son's wife while the son t« away 
on his debauchery, she contrives to 
murder Costantino. There is a won- 
derful suggestion of the Italian char- 
acier in the secret plotting between 
Costantino, Giovanna, Martina and 
Aunt Bachissia—the latter the aunt of 
Giovanna and the friend of Costantino.

The author 
makes a strong, attractive character 
of Century, who displays a commend- 
able degree of honesty and _ steadfast- 
neus in her hard fight against an un- 
fortunate heredity. Her marriage and 
the events leading up to it are well 
drawn. We are sorry that the plot of 
the story was not worked out without 
dragging in the lewd details of the 
servant's lapse from morality and lay- 
ing bare the lowest social and moral 
ideals of her characters. We have 
never been able to reconcile ourselves 
to the idea that to be truthful we must 
tell a lot of unpleasant and unneces- 
sary details or that questionable con- 
duct must essentially be interesting. 
The scene of a part of the story is 
laid in Western Maryland, but the 
principle characters are not Maryland 
people. This story is, on the whole,

People are never so happy as when 
they have a fad.

The various products as 
cereals, fruits, nuts, milk, ete., are 
taken up with comparative tables of 
food values, time of digestion, etc., the 
effects of cooking «re set forth, and the 
preparation of unccoked foods, show- 
ing that the doing away with this 
would emancipate woman from the 
thraldom of the kitchen and the cook 
stove, and solve in a degree at least 
the servant question. The practical part 
of the work takes up “How to Begin the 
Use of Uncooked Foods“ and the prop- 
er use of the wWncooked foods for vari- 
ous conditions. There are some 200 reci- 
pes for the preparation of fruits, cere- 
als, vegetables, nuts, salads, cakes, 
puddings, sauces, creams, etc., with a 
seven days’ menu. It will surprise 
the average reader that so much can 
be done to set and serve an attractive 
table with purely uncooked foods— 
judging from the cseertion of the book 
and not from our actual experience. 
While the book is devoted to the ques- 
tions involved in the use of uncooked 
foods, it takes a broad view of the 
diet question and offers many -practi- 
cal suggestions for the guidance of 
those of those who are interested in 
right living. It points out that mix- 
ing foods in the stomach that do not

MISCELLANEOUS BOOKS. 
A Witty Book. 
G G. Bernard 
K.. 

Bernard Shaw has a new little book 
out that is full of wit, and contains, 
also, wisdom, both on art and con- 
duct. 

The title suggests the subject, but 
does not cover it. Mr. Shaw is really 
writing on the architectural differences 
of churches and cathedrals, the de- 
fects in good taste and reverence to be 
seen in the conduct of some worshipers 
and officials of the church; and, inet 
dentally, on a few other subjects, such 
as vegetarianism, stimulants, and love 
in real life and in art. The range, it 
will be seen, is considerable, and a 
variety of matters are touched on—as 
is frequently the case, In what Mr. 
Shaw writes. 

The opening of the book is particu- 
larly amusing—and also very much to 
the point. Mr. Shaw says: 

“As a modern man, concerned with 
matters of fine art and living in Lon- 
don by the sweat of my brain, I dwell 
in a world which, unable to live by 
bread alone, lives spiritually on 
hol and morphia. oung and exces- 
sively sentimental people live on love, 
and delight in poetry and fine-~-writing, 
which declares that love is Alpha and 
Omega; but an attentive examination 
will generally establish the fact that 
this kind of love, ethereal as it seems, 
is merely a symptom of the drugs I 
have mentioned, and does not occur 
independently except in those persons 
whose normal state is similar to that 
induced in healthy persons by narcotic 
stimulants. If from the fine art of to- 
day we set aside feelingless or prosaic 
art, which is, properly, not fine art at 
all, we may safely refer most of the 
rest to feeling produced by the teapot, 
the bottle, or the hypodermic syringe. 
An exhibition of the cleverest men and 
women in London at 5 p.m., with their 
afternoon tea cut off, would shatter 
many illusions. Tea and coffee and 
cigarettes produce conversation; lager 
beer and pipes produce routine journal- 
ism; wine and gallantry produce bril- 
liant journalism, essays and novels; 
brandy and cigars produce violently 
devotional or erotic poetry: morphia 
produces tragic exaltation (useful on 
the stage:) and sobriety produces the 
average curate’s sermon. .. . 
world is not going from bad to worse, 
it is true; but the increased facilities 
which constitute the advance of civ- 
Umation include facilities for drugging 
oneself. These facilities wipe whole 
races of black men off the face of the 
earth: and every extension and re- 
finement of them picks a stratum out 
of white society and devotes it to de- 
struction. Such traditions of the gross 
old habits as have reached me 
to be based on the idea of first ne 
your days work and then enjofing 
yourself by getting drunk. Nowadays 
you get drunk to enable you to begin 
work.

The effigies are about four and a 
half feet in height, and form a part 
of the large collection of Burns relics 
which the wealthy Scotch distiller has 
spent years in bringing together. The 
Cremorne Gardens, where the statues 
were set up originally, were, in their 
time, the favorite resort of London's 
sporting eristocracy and about the 
most notorious place in the metropolis. 
They were just behind what is now 


Leicester Square, but were obliterated

THE GARDEN-LAND OF INDUSTRY. 
OMMENT has recenfly been made in these columns 
on the all-important part played by oi! fuel in 
stimulating manufacturing industry throughout 

Southern California. But there is a second and equally 
important factor at work, namely, the development and 
distribution of electric power. Oil and electricity, in- 
deed, may be counted as the two complementary 
agencies that are changing the Southwest from a 
purely horticultural community into one of Varied ac- 
tivity In almost every department of human activity. 
But as our oll is largely applied to the production of 
electricity, the fuel question becomes really merged in 
the power question. it is by electric power. therefore, 
that the great transformation is being wrought. Elec- 
tricity is building up our community, and shaping its 
destinies. In the older industrial centers steam has 
bitherto been the main cause at work. Now what are 


The question cocns up a variety of 
interesting considerations. 

In the first place stands this broad difference, that 
steam has resulted in concentrating population in the 
big cities, while electricity tends to distribute it. Under 
the old conditions factories crowded together where coal 
was plentiful or could be cheaply brought in. Under 
the new conditions the power is supplied by wire, and 
so far as this one part of the manufacturing problem 
is concerned any one location is just as favorable eas 
another along a cable route of perhaps a hundred miles. 
Furthermore, individual workshops are relieved of the 
task of manufacturing their own power, so that en- 
gineers and firemen are to this extent dispensed with. 
and a big labor market is no longer essential. A fac- 
tory nowadays, working up local materials and able to 
secure electric power, can be started in the small village 
with every prospect of success by gradual growth, while 
formerly the beginning would have had to be made in 
the nearest large town, where both cheap coal and 
skilled mechanical labor were obtainable. It was in 
this way that the process of accretion went on, one 
Industry establishing itself alongside another, little en- 
terprises developing into vast undertakings, the Oopula- 
tion being steadily drained from the country districts 
toward the manufacturing centers, until great factory 
cities, overcrowded and unsanitary, were formed. 

But the beneficent influence of electric power in 
diffusing the population does not end here. To it we 
also owe our trolley-car systems, which cause the modern | 
city to grow “out” instead of “up,” as in the old days. 
The worker must be within easy access of his place of 
work, so that in the times now happily passing the 
rookery was the necessary accompaniment and the next- 
door neighbor of the factory. But in such a modern 
industrial city as Los Angeles, with its swiftly-moving

make him a much more efficient workman than the den- 
izen of the foul and fetid slum. Nor are the factories | 
themselves packed into one circumscribed area. An 
ample acreage on the city outskirts is just as cheap as | 
a marrow section of a central block, and with street- 
car facilities, just as ready of access. Thus in Los An- 
geles today we see big workshops erected at a distance 
from the main business quarters that would have been 
quite impossible without electric street railways. Such 
a change means a veritable revolution in the conditions 
of life for the workers. The factory becomes just as 
healthy as the farm, 

Yet another aspect of the question in the economy that 
may be wrought by the utilization of electricity. We 
have no great Niagara within easy access of Los An- 
tzeles, but Southern California has taught the world 
how numerous little Niagaras may be combined and 
utilized to start an industrial city. Every cafion stream 
has been mae to contribute its share of power that 
formerly ran to waste. No one of the tiny mountain 


the power of all tapped and run into the same network 
of copper wires, have given thousands of horse power 
for electric’ street cars, electric lighting and motive 
power in our workshops. With most of the available 
supply near at hand brought into utilization, we have 
now. gone to Kern River, over a hundred miles distant. 
| where tens of thousands of further horse power will be 
developed in response to our steadily-growing industrial 
requirements. Southern California bas thus not only 
present wants provided for, but ample reserves as in- 
surance for the future. 

Thus electric power will continue to mould our de- 
velopment, not only in Los Angeles, but in the many 
other cities and towns strung along the cables that 
reticulate the country, also in the rural districts proper 
where the electricity is just as available for the re- 
quirements of ranches and ranch homes, for oumping, 
lighting and other utilities. Our industrial development 
may have begun late as compared with other parts of 
the United States, but the delay in the end will only 
work for our pest advantage. We shall have a big in- 
dustrial metropolis—ere another generation one of the 
biggest in Atmerica—but it will be spread over a vast 
area, and will remain the garden city it is today. Nor 
will the continued growth of Los Angeles be at the cost 
of the other cities and towns dotted over this Land of 
Sunshine. As we have shown, electricity diffuses its 
benefits, and all our centers of population will continue 
to share in the industrial progress. But we shall have 
no slums, no ghettos, no smoke-befouled atmosphere. 
For in this last-mentioned respect, electricity once again 
marks its superiority over toal—produced steam Qower— 
manufacturing by its agency involves no forest of chim- 
ney stacks vomiting forth clouds of smoke to pollute 
the air. So we may accept our manifest destiny without 
one single quaim. Here there will be work for many 
hundreds of thousands of busy hands and busy brains. 
but without our scenery being destroyed or our garden 
surroundings changed. 


A COMMERCIAL ANOMALY. 
HE annually increasing trade of the west coast of 
Mexico, Central and South America, New Zealand.

That 
merchants will demand this saving, both of cost and 
time, there can be no doubt. And the increased traffic 
will at the same time result beneficially to the transpor- 
tation companies.

Tatxs AnouT His Princr- 
Gov: anp ITs POPULATION. 


From Our Own Correspondent.

“We have altogether about 300,000 acres. By the 
treaty we own a strip five miles wide on each side of 
the winding Paname Canal, which, with the three 
merine miles at each end, is more than fifty 
miles long. The land is of every description. Some 
of it is low and rather marshy; other parts are high 
land covered with jungle. Several torrential rivers run 
through it, including the Chagres, the Rio Grande, the 
Trinidad and others, and its middle portion is composed 
of the ragged low mountains best known by the big cut 
at Culebra. The strip runs from ocean to ocean, and, in 
addition, we have several islands in Panama Bay and

“I judge that two-thirds are so owned,” was the reply. 
“The remalnder, amounting to about 100,000 acres, be- 
longs to the United States by virtue of the canal and the 
treaty. Py the treaty with Panama we have the old 
lands that Colombia held. and by the purchase of the ca- 
nal we have all that were assigned to the French, as well 
as those which have been acquired from time to time bv 
the Panama Railroad, which, as you know. runs through 
the strip right along the line of the canal.” 

“Is the land of value for farming?” 

“The most of it could be so used; but so far nothing 
has been done with it. There is very little swamp land. 
although some is low and marshy. The low lands could 
all be turned into sugar plantations, and the ground 
higher up would serve for raising coffee and cacao, the 
trees from which the chocolate comes. 

“The people,” continued Gen. Davis, “do but little 
farming. There are, in some places, patches of sugar 
cane from which rum is manufactured. A few of the 
Chinese have gardens, but the majority of the inhabi- 
tants of the strip cultivate nothing whatever, except 
along the Chagres, where some grow bananas. Near Co- 
jon and Empire are two ranches where cattle are raised 
and small dairies maintained. There are altogether, 
perhaps, 1000 cattle in the zone. 

“The Chinese of Colon and Panama act as fishermen, 
but fish cost more here than they do in the United States. 
There are some cocoanuts raised near Colon, which are 
shipped to New York or New Orleans. I don’t think 
there is any merchantable timber on our land, and if 
there are mineral deposits they have never been discov- 
ered. Indeed, the only things exported from the canal 
strip are cocoanuts and bananas, and the Panama repub-

lic is now charging an export tax of 2 cents a bunch on 
all bananas sent out.

They are made 
up of Jamaica negroes, who speak English, of the off- 
springs of the native negroes who formerly belonged to 
the Spanish, of some whites and brown Colombians, and 
a large number of mulattoes.” 

“Are they hard to control?” 

“No; they are generally quiet and orderly. We have 
a police of about 100 officers and men, and this serves to 
keep them in shape. The officers are Americans, and 
their subordinates natives. We have established courts 
throughout the zone and each little municipality has its 
judges and policemen. We have one prosecuting at- 
torney, who also acts as the legal adviser of the Gover- 
nor, and who can prosecute in all the courts. He is re- 
quired to defend the interests of the United States and 
of the zone government in all litigation. I don't believe 
in a large judiciary for this little strip of territory. If 
we have more than one judge, the others wll have noth- 
ing to do. There may be more litigation and more crimi- 
nals as the canal work grows greater. It is hardly prob- 
able, however, that we shall ever have more than 50,000 
people, and of these not more than 2500 will be Ameri- 
cans. I think the municipal. judge and one Superior 


Judge can easily handle that number.” 


“How about jails?” 

“We need a good prison, and we expect to erect one. 
As it is now, the municipal lock-ups @re rude and in- 
secure, and there is no system of feeding the prisoners. 
it a criminal has neither family nor friends he goes hun- 
ery, although the alealde or Mayor may allow a small 
pittance for food. Indeed, our police have had to releasc 
men locked up by the alcalde because they had received 
no food for two or three days.”

“The boundaries of the municipal districts have not 
yet been absolutely fixed, but beginning at the Atlantic 
Ocean the first is Cristobal, named for the discoverer of 
America. This is at the northern end of the canal ad- 
joining Colon, on a small tongue of land extending out 
into Limon Bay. It was reclaimed from the sea by the 
French company, and is covered with buildings which 
the French erected and which we are now repairing. It 
is a beautiful place, and has about 1000 population. It 
will form one of the chief quarters for our canal work and 
will have many comfortable homes. , 

“Going south along the line of the railroad, the next 
place is Gatum, which is also beautifully located and 
which has about 800 inhabitants. Beyond that is Buena 
Viste, where the dam at Bohio may be built; it has 
about 2000 population. The next county or district is 
Gorgona, with 2200 people, and beyond that Empire. or 
Emperador, with 2000. Emperudor is where the marines 
are stationed. It-contains all of the Culebra cut.” 

“Still further on is the municipality of Ancon, where 
we are now sitting. This forms the homes of the canal 
administration at Panama, including the bospital on the 
hill above us. It extends to Panama Bay on the south. 
and also includes the Islands of Naos, Culebra, Perico 
and Flamenco, which lie in the bay along the line where 
the canal will be entered from the Pacific Ocean. These 
islands belong to the United States by a special provis- 
ton of the treaty.”

“They are scattered all over,” replied Gov. Davis. “All 
the cottages, warehouses and offices which were owned 
by the canal company are now ours. There are at least 
2000 of these, some of them little two-story houses not 
more than ten feet square, and others great storage sheds 
200 feet long. Some of the buildings have steel frames. 
but most of them are of wood, and all are roofed with 
galvailized iron. Some are also walled with gal- 
vanized iron. We have, in addition, great hospitals 
at Panama and Colon, and in Panama an office building 
three stories high and another fine building which forms 
the home of the chief engineer. The last two buildings 
are among the best in Panama. We are repairing all of 
these structures, and are building others in addition as 
quarters for the men.” 

“What are you doing about schools and postoffices?” — 

“We expect to establish schools in every municipality, 
and we have already put our postal machinery into oper- 
ation. There are United States postoffices at Ancon and 
Colon, and at the different towns along the line. We are 
now using the Panama stamp with the words ‘Canal 
Zone’ printed across the face. The postal rates are the 
same as in the United States.” |

“Are our new Panama subjects a churchgoing people, 
Governor?”

Some are well disposed and are doing their level best. 
Others go off into the hoodlum class. They drift into 
gambling, drinking and other vices. They have not the 
moral backbone to keep straight. This, you must re- 
member, is in the tropics, where morals are much less 
rigid than at home, It corresponds somewhat with the 
territory described in Rudyard Kipling’s poem: 
“Take me somewhere east of Suez, 
Where the best is like the worst; 
Where there ain't no Ten Commandments

The Question of Health. ' 


“Do all the men who come here get sick?” 

Noz the percentage of sickness is much larger than 
at home; but you must remember there is a decided 
change of climate, food and manner of living. Many 
are not sick at all. I came here the first of April, and 
have been here almost all of the time since then, and 
have not been sick a day. Capt. Shanton, the chief of 
police, has not been sick, and there are many, many oth- 
ers. The 412 marines who resided at Empire for a 
year had no deaths, and only one-third of them had ma- 
laria. The Second Battalion is here now, and so far they 
have had but one death. The chief trouble we find to be 
malaria, due largely to the bites of mosquitoes. We 
have also had some yellow fever, also caused by -mos- 
quito infection. We are doing all we can to exterminate 
the mosquitoe: and to improve the ganitation of the 
zone. 

As to cur health, the total number of United States 
employés on the isthmus is 3500, and the number in the 
hospitals is now less than 100. or about 28 per thousand. 
This is less than 3 per cent. We are now putting in sew- 
ers and arranging to give Panama a new water supply, 
and we shall eventually do the same for Colon. 


“We are improving the hospitals, and have already ex- 
fos cellent arrangements for taking care of the sick. I do 
‘not consider this climate a deadly one. If the employés 
of the canal will take the proper precautions they should 
en joy good health. The temperature of Pa City 
ranges from 73 to 85, although it sometimes rises as high 
as 95. One needs a light cover during the latter part of 
the night.” |

NIGHT AT THE HOSPICE. 


FRANCES E. WILLARD’s VISIT TO THE ““HOsPiIT- 
ABLE FATHER” OF ST. BERNARD. 


(“Glimpses of Fifty Years”’:] On we climbed, while 
Mr. Smith impelled our flagging footsteps by an explo- 
sive recitation of Longfellow’s “Excelsior,” the scene of 
which is here. Around a sharp, rocky bend, up an as- 
cent as steep as a house roof, past an overhanging preci- 
pice, I went, leaving the gentlemen behind me in the 
enthusiasm of the approach, and then the gray, solemn, 
friendly walls of the great Hospice, which had seemed 
to me as dim and distant as the moon's caverns, rose 
before me, outlined upon the placid evening sky.

“Yes, lady, our Hospice was founded 900 years ago, 
by Count Bernard of Savoy, who devoted forty years 
of his life to entertaining and protecting, as we still try 
to do, the many travelers who annually pass through 
these mountains between Switzerland and Italy.

The Washington was launched from the yards of the 
New York Shipbuilding Company, Camden, N. J., on 
March 18, and was christened by Mies Helen Stuart Wil- 
son, daughter of Hon. John L. Wilson of Seattle. 

The armored cruiser Tennessee, which was launched on 
December 3, 1904, at the Cramps’ yard, is a sister ship in 
every respect to the Washington; both of these vessels, 
it may be noted. are expected to be an improvement over 
the Pennsylvania, which has up to the present moment 
been regarded as the highest development of the cruiser. 

The Tennessee and Washington have the same speed 
and coal capacity as the Pennsylvania, but their displace- 
ment is 1100 tons greater, and their armament more pow- 
erful. Their main battery consists of four 40-caliber 10- 
inch guns of the latest naval pattern, these pieces tak- 
ing the place of the four 8-inch guns in the Pennsyl- 


The 8-inch gun, when firing capped armor-piercing 
shells, can penetrate 7½ inches of steel at 5000 yards; 


but the 10-inch piece of the Tennessee can penetrate 11% 


inches at the same range. The respective weights of the 
shells are 250 pounds and 500 pounds, and the muzzle ve- 
. locity is the same; but, whereas the muzzle energy of 
the 8-inch piece is 13,602 foot tons, the 10-inch has a 
muzzle onergy of 27,204 foot tons. 

The Tennessee carries two more 6-inch guns, or six- 
teen as against fourteen, and five more 35-inch guns than 
the Pennsylvania. 

Another improvement is In the distribution of the ar- 
mor. The thickness of armor on the main gun turrets 
has been increased from 6 inches to 9 inches, with 7-incn 
bases to the turrets, and the side armor above the water 
line belt has been extended until it overlaps the barbettes 
of the main turrets, thus materially strengthening the 
protection of this important element. .

A GLIMPSE aT Dr. STANLEY Hits 


PSYCHOLOGICAL LABORATORY. 
From a. Special Correspondent. 

ORCESTER. (Mass.) April 3.— The specialists of 
Dr. G. Stanley Hall's famous brain-study work- 
shop at Clark University are now busily hammer- 
ing away at dreams. James Ralph Jewell, the psycholo- 
gist in charge of this new work, is taking a dream census 
among trusted individuals in various parts of the United 
States, and up to date, the number of nocturnal visions 
reported to him runs high into the thousands. Many 


dream diaries and dream books have also been turned 
over to him, and all of thése data he is sifting with very 


into our dreams and we begim to make ourselves heroes 
in our vivid dream dramas, After youth, the more im- 
portant the event in our lives, the longer the time before 
it begins to figure in dream life. For example, in be- 
reavement the adult seldom dreams of the dead for a long 


fruitful result. | 
“So far as can be learned, no study of dreams from such 
@ mass of data has ever been made before,” said he. 


Preventing Bad Dreams. 


That bad dreams can be prevented is one of his most 
interesting observations. An experiment which he has 
found successful in all cases attempted, proves that the 


mind can train itself to shut out what it has reason to 
fear will be the subject of dreams. This can be accom- 
plished without any attempt to replace the disagreeable 
‘thought. In some cases such dreams have been pre- 
vented by the subject’s merely “thinking of nothing“ 
while courting sleep. Others can best accomplish this 
mental feat by turning their thoughts resolutely away 
from the dreaded subject and by fixing attention upon a 
totally different topic while drifiing over to dreamland. 
Others prevent the apprehended bad dream by reading 
some interesting story immediately before turning in for 
the night. One subject accomplishes the desired result 
by counting or saying the letters of the alphabet after be- 
ing tucked snugly into bei; another by “saying certain 
things” before embarking for the land of Nod. 

Repeated dreams are found to be common to a major- 
ity of the subjects, a siderable number of these per- 
sistent visions being nightmares and dreams of fiying, 
in about equal numbers. 

Children’s dreams are found to be mostly about ani- 
mals and places, but after youth has passed, persons and 
events figure mest. The psychologist discovers that 
there is a specific “age of dreams” for most individuals, 
falling about the age of dawning youth. 


Six Most Common Dreams. 


—— — 


Our six most common dreams. mentloned in the order 
of frequency. are found to be nightmare, of falling, float - 
ing, smothering, flying and hovering. The child’s night- 
mare almost always takes the form of some animal or 
monstrosity chesing the dreamer, who is always unable 
to scream or move. Among youths the pursuing object 
is usually some dreaded person, unless a morbid fear of 
some particular animal exists. Two young women sub- 
jects are always chased by a cat or a horse, respectively, 
in their reported nightmares. 

Several sujects have been taught to cure themselves of 
nightmare simogiy by suggestion that they will not expe- 
rience it. Others have taught themselves to recognize 
nightmare as being only a dream and to thus dispel the 
hallucination. In the investigator's opinion nightmare 
is a physical rather than a mental disturbance. 

Over half of the dreams of floating thus far studied 
have a definite locality where the floating takes place, 
usually some particular staircase inthe home. Many 
such dreamers are aware that the experience is not real, 
and consciously repeat it time after time for the pleasur- 
able sensation which ii produces. Also, those who fly in 
thir sleep, usually do so down the front stairpase, but 
why this is the favorite disporting place for aérial dream 
gymnastics Mr. Jewell is not as yet able to explain. 
More than 90 per cent of his subjects have either walked 
or talked in their sleep, or have observed others doing 80. 
and 15 per cent.—all of them young women—frequently 
laugh or cry in their sleep. Six sing in their sieep, anu 
two have simultaneously sung and played the piano while 
sleeping. 

Change With Age. | 
Tue child in bis dreams lives over again what he has 
seen, heard and perhaps read during the day, As we 


adult subjects report the interval between the causes of 
their deeper emotions and the dream effects to have 
greatly leagthened since childhood. 


Racial Differences. 


Race is found to have its dream characteristics. The 
more stolid, phiegmatic races are found to dream less 
than do the more active, nervous nationalities, In a 
state where there was a large foreign element the psy- 
chologist found that two-thirds of the subjects claiming 
not to dream at all were clearly of Scandinavian or Ger- 
man parentage. 


The research is going eeply into the causes of dreams. 
Nightmare and many of the dreams of flying, floating, 
ete., are found to be due largely to organic and muscular 
sensations. Children are most apt to have nightmare 
when they are overtired; sometimes it is due to a 
cramped position, interfering with circulation or respira- 
tion. Dreams of falling and flying are attributed by 
some observers distinctly to poor circulation, and can be 
prevented usually by medicine regulating heart action. 
Sudden contraction of the muscle controlling the stirrup 
bone of the ear is found, during sleep, to cause the sen- 
sation of falling. Disturbances in the chest, arising from 
the lungs, heart or stomach, may also cause this same 
dream. The rising and falling of our breathing muscles 
at such times communicate to the brain the same sensa- 
tions as they would were we traveling through the air 
in great leaps. nee 
inherited From Lower Animals. 


Dr. G. Stanley Hall looks upon this dream process as a 
reversion through heredity to some of our lower ances- 
tors who carried in their chests air bladders, with which 
they could float and sink at will. Prof. Seashore, another 
psychologist, thinks that the floating flakes in the watery 
humor of the eye become visible by some means during 
sleep, the optic nerve carrying to the brain a message 
that everything is moving up or down. Our dream judg- 
ment, telling us that this cannot be true, we decide that 
we must be falling or floating, as the case may be. 

Our dream fancy that we are in midair is also due, Mr. 
Jewell thinks, to numbness of the skin surface, on which 4 
we are lying, together with the lack of customary pres- 
sure on the soles of the feet when the body is stretched 
out horizontally. The sleeping brain, comprehending 
these conditions, decides that the body is resting on 
nothing and jumps to the conclusion that it must be in 
midair.

First Stop at Honolulu. 


The Manchuria will make its usual stop at Honolulu. 
There a delegation of leading citizenship will board the 
steamer and Miss Roosevelt will be taken to the Hotel 
Ingletérra, where luncheon, breakfast,” or dinner, ac- 
cording to the time of day the steamer arrives, will be 
served. Native dancing and the celebrated Honolulu 
stringed mandolins will give a unique entertainment 
and pretty souvenirs of the day spent in Honolulu wil! 
be presented. The first glimose of the land of the 
Mikado will be secured at Yokohama, which is within 
a few hours of Tokio. The preparations there will be on 
the most ambitious plan. An envoy from the Mikado 
and the official who corresponds to Secretary Taft in 
rank will meet the vessel at the dock. Miss Roosevelt 
and the ladies will be taken from the steamer in a 
flower-decked transport and conveyed to a point nearest 
the Viceroy’s palace. Here a delegation of the most 
highly-decorated and gallant-looklng subjects of the 


Mikado will greet Miss Roosevelt and a concert, a 


luncheon, and a drive around the city in strange, flower- 
decked rickshaws is planned. The steamer will re- 
main but four or five hours at Yokohama, too short 4 
time to permit the hospitable Japanese to honor the 
American President's daughter and the distinguished 
officials acconmanying Secretary Taft as they would like 
to honor them. From Yokohama the ship saiis for 
Kobe, where a programme of the same order is to be 
repeated, except, of course, the Governor of the port will 
de the principal personage in the pageant of honor. At 
Nagasaki the general in command of the army division 
will order a drill for Judge Taft and to amuse the ladies. 

Two points of Chinese territory will be touched, 
Shanghai and Hongkong. At the first named the Vice- 
roy has orders to present the freedom of the city to the 
iNustrious travelers and to entertain them as gorgeously 
as the limited time will permit. At Hongkong, which 
is an English possession, Miss Roosevelt and the ladies 
will be the guests of Sir Matthew Nathan, who governs 
in King Edward's name, and as much feasting and 
sightseeing as can be crowded in less than six hours 
will be the programme The ladies will be the guests 
of the Gevernor while they remain off the vessel, and 
on their return trip they will entertain bim and his 
official household.

Miss Roosevelt will meet 
her old friends, the Moros, and they will dive for her 
and get her choice corals, and they will show how they 
use their curious weapons and give her a collection of 
each kind to take to her brothers, all according to the 
promise mace in St. Louis. The President has laugh- 
ingly told his daughter that if she brings back all the 
things which she promised the small Roosevelts and 
hordes of their small friends, she might as well get a 


transport of her own, for the steamer will not have room 


for so much luggage. 

The Secretary of War, who knows the islands like 
a New Yorker knows Broadway, was in for discouraging 
Miss Roosevelt in ber desire to see the Moros of Min- 
danao on their native heath, or rather in their nipa huts.

t FASCINATING STORY OF THE ACQUT- 
SITION OF SARAWAK. 


4 By Alleyne Ireland, F. R. G. S. 2 


T was my good fortune when traveling in Borneo in 
1902 to spend two months in the state of Sarawak as 


guest of Hia Highness the Raja. 


The annals of British adventure over seas contain no 
story more fascinating than that which telis of the ac- 
- quisition of Sarawak by Sir James Brooke, K.C.B., an 
English gentleman and ex-servant of the Mast India 
Company, uncle of the present Raja; and it is no slight 
testimony to the romantic character of the achievement 
that Kingsley should have dedicated “Westward Ho!” 
the most perfect of the English travel romances, to Raja 


Brooke. 


The first Raja Brooke was a man of large independent 
fortune, and his first visit to Borneo in 1838 was under- 
taken with the twofold object of suppressing Malay pi- 
racy and of doing something to ameliorate the life of the 
natives of North Borneo, who were suffering from the 
oppressive administration of the Malay Sultan of Brunei. 

Writing of the objects which he had at heart at that 
time Brooke said: “It is a grand experiment, which, if 
it succeeds, will bestow a bieasing on these poor people, 
and their children's children shall bless me. If it please 
God to permit me to give a stamp to this country which 
Shall last after Il am no more, I shall have lived a life 
which emperors might envy. If by dedicating myself to 
the task I am able to introduce better customs and set- 


tied laws, and to ratte the feeling of the people so that 
their rights can never in future be wantonly infringed, I 


shall indeed be content and happy.” ; 


But on his arrival in Sarawak Brooke discovered that a 
civil war was in progress between the native Dyaks and 
the Malays, brought about largely through the misgov- 
ernment of the Raja Muda Hassim, who administered the 
affairs of Sarawak on behalf of his uncle, the Sultan of 


{ 


Brunei, the sovereign of Sarawak. 
Hassim. who was in sore straits, appealed to Brooke 


and asked him to take over the government of the coun- 
try; but this offer was declined. After some time, how- 
ever, Brooke decided that the best thing for the future 
of the country was to bring the civil war to an end, and 


this he achieved with a small force of Europeans. 


The reward tonferred-on Brooke for the part he had 


taken in the suppression of the rebellion was a permis- 


gion to take up his residence in the country and to con- 


duct trade with the natives. Feeling that by this means 
he could gradually exert a personal influence which 
would tend to improve the conditions of government in 
the state, Brooke accepted this, and matters might hav 


rested there had it not been for the intrigues of a certain } 


Malay chief named Makota, who saw that the presence 


of Brooke with a small body of Europeans would inter- 
fere with his plans for the spoliation and ill-treatment of 


the Dyaks. 

Makota's inirigues came to a head in an attempt to 
poison Brooke and his assistants, and on the failure of 
this plot the Raja Muda Hassim was compelled to choose 
between the friendship of Brooke and the support of Ma- 
kota. Hassim wisely determined to stand by the Eng- 
lishman, and Makota fled the country in disgrace.

lime passed, Brooke. endeared himself so much to 
both the Malay and Dyak inhabitants of Sarawak that 
another offer was made him to assume control of the 
country, and to this request he acceded. He was made 
Governor of Sarawak, was confirmed in that position by 
the Sultan of Brunei, and a few years later the Sultan 
conferred the government of Sarawak in perpetuity on 
Raja Brooke and his descendants. In 1843 Brooke was 
knighted by the late Queen Victoria, and twenty years 
later the British government recognized Sarawak as an 
independent state. 


Thus commenced the Brooke rule in Sarawak, the rule 
of an English family in absolute sovereignty over a terri- 
tory as.large as England, peopled by Dyaks, Malays, Chi- 
nese, Arabs, and a sprinkling of other Asiatic races. 

The Brooke government is purely despotic in form; but 
it is a despotism which has shown itself up to the pres- 
ent time to be of the most benevolent kind, inspired by

Desert Scenery. 
PALM-GROWN HEIGHTS OF RAREST 
GRANDEUR AND BEAUTY.

N the depths of our Colorado Desert, 175 miles east of 

Los Angeles and thirty-five miles northeast of Mecca 

Station, on the Southern Pacific, there lies a hand- 
some bit of wild end woolly mountain scenery that can- 
not be rivalled in the Southwest. It is situated on the 
southern slope of Cottonwood Mountain, at an elevation 
of some 3000 feet, and above sea level, and covers an area 
of about six square miles of territory. 
braces great collections of huge granite bewilders piled 
one upon another, up, up, up, until their summits are 
buried in the sparkling blue ether above. These massive 
rock .creations are carved and woven into every conceiv- 
able shape and pattern. 


There are wondrous citadels and castles bristling with 
cannon, that thrust their muzzles out of many a conven- 
dent loophole, sweeping every approach with deadly in- 
tent. 7 

Then next we catch a glimpse of some ancient city, 
toppling in the last stages of ruin, containing an aged 
amphitheater that presents but a mere shadow of its 
former glory. 

Immense domes rear their broad, rounded backs every- 
where. Scattered in and through it all are grouped a 
mighty throng of stone giants, some huddled close to- 
gether, and others clasped tight in an everlasting em- 
brace; but the great whole climbing and falling over 
one another in an apparent endeavor to reach Me heav- 
ens above at the expense of their weaker brethien, whom 
they trample ruthlessly under foot as a foundation for 
their own individual elevation. Higher and higher they 
rise, leaving dizzy chasms cleft between their straining 
masses. 

Now a great hu king fellow has stumbled to the very 
edge, and hangs there, suspended in midair, held by the 
merest thread. Another plunges headlong down to the 
depths below. 

And still they continue to rise in this scrambling fash 
ion higher, higher, ever higher, on toward a fleeting 
goal, as all things do. 

Watching his chance in this terrible melee, a scraggy 
pifion pine has taken root in a crevice of some disinte- 
grating spot amid this solid struggling mass, and now 
holds his own against wind and storm. Also a dwarfed 
juniper cedar has gone and done likewise, clinging like 
grim death to his precarious foothold, perched high up 
on the bare face of a perpendicular cliff. 

Climbing along through this rugged wilderness, you 
are suddenly confronted with a marvelous sight that 
causes you to stop and rub your eyes to be certain you 
are really awake. 

Low down in the bottom of a deep cafion you espy a 
monster fan-paim tree; then another, and yet another, 
untif they multiply into a regular caravan of trailing 
beauties. 

Some are low and bushy, the exact counterpart of our 
home ornamental palms; but by far the greater number 
rear their heads high up into the purer atmosphere be- 
yond, swaying gracefully even in the fierce wintry blasts 
that not infrequently visit those rocky gorges. Their 
smooth, brown bodies are usually bare from the ground 
up, though sometimes covered with a shaggy drooping 
mantie, the leaf remains of many past seasons. They 
range from one to seventy feet in height, shooting out 
near the apex a symmetficgl array of fan arms which in 
turn supports a lovely tufted top-knot crest. Having 
surveyed this strange scene with mingled feelings of 
doubt and wonder, you next cast your glance up a side 
cafion, and there, way up close to the sky line, you see a 
beatiful group of these graceful desert belles, fearlessly 
reclining close on the brink of a frightful precipice, with 
a grave, stately mien, all unconscious of possible danger. 

Strangely out of place they seem in this dry-looking 
mountain fastness, surrounded by all those gray rock 
masses of stupendous build. Now comes the woolly part 
of that wild region—although as a matter of fact they 
are woolly only as their name generally im@lies. We re- 
fer to mountain sheep, or the “Big Horn,” as they are 
more commonly known throughout the West. 

The section here described is one of their favorite 
haunts. They love to roam over the roughest and most 
precipitous highlands, leaping from crag to crag across 
yawning abysses. Therefore, in overcoming those moun- 
tainous bowlder peaks, you frequently encounter these 
wary creatures at home in their element, and it is no 
rare thing to happen onto them at very close quarters, 
especially if the wind is blowing a hurricane. | 

At first sight, they will almost invariably give a few 
quick bounds, end then stop to have a good look at you; 
but when they start again it means good-by in earnest. 

Only once have I known an exception to this rule, and 
that was years ago on the steep southern heights of 
Pifion Mountain, northeast of Indio. 

A terrific norther was in action at the time, and that 
great low-set, big-horned beast actually labored up the 
sharp mountain backbone, stopping now and then to puff. 
until he was within five feet of where I was crouched be- 
hind a tea bush, in spite of the fact that the gale was 
blowing directly from me toward him. I looked squarely 
into his eyes, noting their peculiar pink and yellowish 
cast. Needless to say, I had left my pistol] at camp, 
miles away; but as I arose, the way he cut the wind car- 
ried the inipression that, if given a second the start, he 
could quite likely have distanced an ordinary bullet, any- 
way. If you are in a fresh sheep range, smooth and even 
enough for a burro to travel, the easiest way to hunt 
them isto fasten a bell on a burro and turn him loose,

keeping out of sight yourself. it within hearing dis- 


tance, the sheep will first seek the highest peak and take 


observations; then gradually approach to investigate that 
odd sounding four-footed animal, until you have maneu- 
vered to get in a shot. Two persons hunting together 
can adopt somewhat similar methods when the game is 
sighted at a distance. One man remains in plain view, 
as the other patiently creeps around, stalking it. 


In the Northwest, sportsmen often travel hundreds of 
miles through a rough and at times over quite impass- 
able mountain ranges in an endeavor to bag one of these 
wily monarchs, while here we have them within reach of 
a two days’ trip, and although naturally an exceedingly 
shy and cautious creature with abnormally keen in- 
stincts, yet in these almost inaccessible, dreary wastes 
they so seldom see a human being that there seems to be 
a lacking of their usual wariness, and they are often met _ 
with face to face. 


While prospecting in this Cottonwood Mountain local- 
ity we have frequently come upon small bands of these 
“Big Horn.” The last bunch seen numbered seven fine 
fellows, three of which sported each an enormous head 
of horns; but one noble specimen excelled them all. He 
was crowned with such a superb set of horns that I hesi- 
tate to describe them, for fear you should dub me “an- 
other prospector liar.” : 


However, it is no uncommon thing for these cloud gi- 
ants to wear a headgear of enormous proportions that al- 
together (head and horns) weighs from 50 to 75 pounds. 

To say the least, it will pay anyone interested in void 
and unique scenery to visit this bewitching strip ot 
earth's crude originality, and certainly for wildness and 
grandeur, sprinkled with and softened by that rare tou 
of nature's finest handiwork, the palm, it stands unsure 
passed. : CHET.

With Kouropatkin’s Army 
PEN PICTURES OF EVENTS IN THE 
VICINITY OF MUKDEN. 
From London Daily Graphic. 

HE following letter from Franz. von Jessen, the 

brilliant Dene who has acted as our special corre- 

Wondent with Kouropatkin’s army, is of special in- 
terest, since it shows how largely the Chinese railway 
from Shanhaikwan to Sinminting was used to supply the 
Russians in Mukden. It also shows how confident were 
the Russians that the initiative in attacking rested with 
them, and that the hour was at hand when the Japanese 
were to be overwhelmed by the forces of the Czar: 

As the winter wears on, Mukden feels more and more at 
her ease, in any case as far as the more immediate future 
is Concerned, and business flourishes. The Chinese mer- 
chants exert themselves to supply the market with the 
kind of goods the large Russian colony requires, and the 
Armenians, Greeks, and Jews who have joined the army 
have set up a keen competition with the Chinamen, more 
especially as regards the large variety of spirits and 
liquors that are offered for sale. When, in the course of 
a conversation with an officer, I had learnt that the Rus- 
sians did not contemplate an attack for a long time to 
come, I made up my mind to follow the example set by 
the majority of my colleagues, and set out for home. | 
wanted to enter China by the Sinminting and Shanhaik- 
wan Railway, and at last, after a number of protracted 
negotiations, I received the coveted permission, being the 
third of all the foreign guests of the Russian army to 
whom leave to travel by this route had been given. 

To Sinminting. 

I left Mukden early in the morning by carriage. I had 
sold my borses, and relieved my luggage of all its field 
equipments. The fur-lined, two-wheeled Chinese cart, 
drawn by two horses and a mule, shook horribly on the 
hard frozen road; my faithful servant, Voreg, accompa- 
nied me in a similar conveyance, having charge of my 
trunks. The distance tetween Mukden and Sinminting 
is only about twenty-five miles, and the road passes 
the whole way through the plain between the Hunho and 
the Liaohe; yet it took me a day and a half to compass 
this distance, because no Chinese will travel after dark. 


old, a bad name, and it has always been the favorite 
hunting ground of the now world-renowned Hunbuse. 
There are, both in Mukden and Sinminting, Hunhuse rep- 
resentatives, who carry on a kind of insurance business, 
and through whom one can secure a safe journey by pay- 
ing a premium, as a rule some small percentage of the 
value of one’s luggage. The agents send a confidential 
man with the traveler, partly to guarantee him against 
attacks, and partly to see that he does not take with him 
things of a greater value than the sum on which he has 
paid his percentage. My two drivers were very uneasy 
when they heard that I had not insured; but they were 
somewhat reassured when they saw that I carried a re- 
volver, and that my luggage included a rifle, a Japanese 
infantry rifle, which had been taken from a prisoner in 
the batile of Tumingling, and which Gen. Kondratowitch 
had kindly given me in memory of those eventful days. 


Pity the Poor Highwayman. 


However, there was no opportunity for using either 
the one weapon or the other. Business is very slack at 
present for the Hunhuse on the Mandarin road. Both 
Chinese and foreign (especially Greek and Armenian) 
traders have already for a long time utilized this means 
of communication. Many million roubles’ worth of 
goods have been bought up along the Chinese coast, for 


long ago. The goods (sugar, petroleum, tobacco, colonial 
goods, and al! kinds of spirits. more especially cognac, 
rum, and vodka (the light Russian corn brandy.) are con- 
veyed to Sinminting, where they are reloaded on to Chi- 
nese carts, which bring them the twenty-five miles fur- 
ther east to Mukden. Since the main Russian force, af- 
ter the battle of the Shaho, has been gathered in and 
around Mukden, this traffic has greatly increased. I do 
not believe I am overshooting the mark when estimating 
the number of heavily-laden carts I met on my way from 
Mukden westward at upward of 2000. It is a fact that 
these carts formed, so to speak, an uninterrupted chain 
between the two towns; in some places, while resting, or 
waiting for the stragglers, they formed complete camps 
on the adjoining harvested kaoliang fields, and at the 
Liaoho hundreds of them waited their turn to pass over 
the ice, which was not strong enough to carry more than 
two or three at a time. Asa rule some armed men ac- 
company, at the expense of the merchants, these trans- 
ports, and, in addition, Cossack patrols are always pass- 
ing up and down on both sides of the Liaoho, watching 
the smaller roads that join the Mandarin road. It will, 
therefore, readily be inferred that the Hunhuse are hav- 
ing a bad time of it. 


On the Road. 


On the day I left Mukden it was clear, beautiful sun- 
shine, but it blew a regular storm, which sent clouds of 
prickly, scorching dust over the enowless olain, and the 
cold biting—a regular Manchurian winter's day, one of 
those days when one has a feeling of the dust freezing in 
one's eyes, ears, and hair. True, there was shelter in the 
fur-lined cart, but it was impossible to remain there for 
more than a quarter of an hour at the time, the shaking 
over the ruts and the bowlders of the frozen road being 
terrible. The driver swung his long scourge over the 
three animals, calling them the worst names he could 
think of, in order to encourage them to hurry on, and 
bring his sufferings, and mine, to the speediest possible 
conclusion. “Va tang pan! (“thou son of a tortoise!”’) 
he shouted, in a loud, siirill voice, and the same moment 
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Tientsin’s supply of imported goods has been exhausted

and called all the three animals “Barbarians!”—a bitter 
insult, for in China it takes three generations for a fam- 
ily descending from Barbarians to attain to literary eul- 
ture and dignity.

Russian Optimism. 


Before the sun had quite set we had reached Pandia- 
chun, the last village, with the last Russian post, on the 
Manchurian side of the Liaoho. The small garrison of 
some 200 rifles and Cossacks were quartered in a commo- 
dious fansa, which was tidily and fairly comfortably ar- 
ranged. As on so many previous occasions, here, too, I 
was received into the officers’ circle with the readiest 
and most spontaneous hospitality. All the discomfcrts 
of the road and the weather were soon forgotten, and 
over the frugal supper—the soldier’s fare in time of war 
—we discussed the events of this long campaign, the first 
and most difficult portion of which had now opportunely 
come to an end. Here, as everywhere in the army, I 
found the officers on this last outpost toward the west 
quietly confident in their view of the future. There were 
no bragging and no chauvinism, but, on the other hand, 
no weariness, no signs of giving in. The belief in the 
power of the Russian arms is too deeply rooted in the 
Russian soldier for him to lose it at a time which, in big 
opinion, must be considered the beginning of the war. 


On the Railway. 


Next morning, at dawn, I went on. At the banks of 
the Liaoho, where I had to show my passport, Russian 
soldiers for the last time saluted me. In a few minutes 
I had crossed the ice of the river and was in China, a 
traveler, as a thousand others, in a peaceful, neutral 
land; and when at noon I had reached Sinminting, and 
had booked for a train just on the point of leaving, I had 
to do with Chinese officials and Chinese guards, who 
spoke English. Everything had suddenly been trans- 
formed. No military official] demanded one’s transport 
and special permit. There was room in the train, which 
did not carry a single military passenger. We kept pre- 
cisely to the time table, posted in the carriage, both for 
arrivals and departures, and beyond Koaponizo, the junc- 
tion of the Yingkow Railway, the train became like a 
European train de luxe. There were numbers of Japa- 
nese, and here I could see them and speak to them as if 
it were the most natural thing in the world, although 
hitherto I had only been near them when they were pris- 
oners, wounded, or corpses. At Shanhaikwan, where I 
spent a night, there was a hotel with a table d'hote, 
where gentlemen in evening dress could choose between 
a score of courses, and with rooms in which there were 
beds with snow-white sheets. .

I must, to be truthful, confess that there are conditions 
and circumstances within the Russian army from which 
its well-wishers might desire to see it relieved. How- 
ever, of critics the Russian army bas, in the meantime, 
more than enough; but the time will come when it will 
be possible to speak about faults and shortcomings with- 
out @ading those detractors of Russia whose principal alm 
is to mock and belie. When, in spite of all wants and all 
the hitter experiences of wer, I take leave of the Russian 
army in Manchuria with a feeling of sadness, it is be- 
cause, within it, I have met so many, both among Officers 
and men, who, coupled with the gentleness, the hearti- 
ness, and the faithfulness of the Slavs, possessed a deeply 
earnest conception of the great events in which fate had 
made them play a part, and who bore the wants, the dis- 
appointments, and the defeats of the war with that pa- — 
tlence and silent endurance which constitute the most 
formidable foe misfortune can encounter. All these good 
and manly qualities of the Ruasian army are embodied in 
its commander-in-chief—in Gen. Kouropatkin—a general 
who, on account of his noble character, his balance of 
mind, and his firm will, in truth deserves the confidence 
with which the immense empire whose military bono 
has been placed in his hands looks up at him. 


A LONG TOW AHEAD. 

What will be the largest floafing steel dry dock in the 
world is now nearing completion at the works of the 
Maryland Steel Company, Baltimore. It is intended for 
the United States naval station at Cavite, P. I. The 
contract calls for the completion of the dock by July 20 
next, but owing to the advanced state of the work it 
will probably be finished in May next. The Navy De- 
partment will invite bids for towing the huge structure 
from Baltimore to the Philippines. It has not been 
decided whether the long voyage shall be made throug? 
the Suez Canal or by way of Cape Horn. 


The dock, which is designed to lift any ship of the 
United States navy now afloat, is specified in the con- 
tract to lift a weight of 16,000 tons; as built by the 
Maryland company, however, it will have a maximum 
lifting capacity of 20,000 tons, and is likely to accommo- 
date any battleship that can be made, despite the rapid 
advance in the weight of such floating batteries in the 
past decade or two.—[Washington Star.

AN IRREPRESSIBLE CONFLICT IN A 
LITTLE-KNOWN COUNTRY. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 
AGUSA (Dalmatia) March 25.—Now that there are 
again rumors of Franz Josef's ill-health, and the 


time for the inevitable disruption of the Austro- 
Hungarian empire and of the kingdom of Austria, as 


such seems close at hand, especial interest attaches to 


this little old republic of Ragusa, the centennial of whose 
loss of independence occurs this year. For Ragusa, whik 
presenting but one of probably a score of varied causes 


for disgruntlement with the Hapsburg empire, is typical 


of all the rest. Beside, Ragusa is at this season the most | 


delightful spot on the entire Adriatic, and one could | 


loiter here eternally, studying its peculiar conditions. 


An all-night ride from Spalatro, the curious city built | 
entirely within the palace of the Emperor Diocletian, ' 


brings one to Ragusa; and at the city's water-pori—for it 


itself lies on the heights—the tourist obtains his first = 


glimpse of the Balkans. Possibly that accounts for the 
political unrest, for the very breezes that blow from these 
towering, rugged, lofty peaks inspire the soul with 
longings for a freedom that to the Austrian means 
license, and license can. never be tolerated in Austria. 
Beautiful villas, their high garden walls flanked with 
palms and the agavia, nestle at the foot of the mountain 
slopes, and pine and oak forests along the road, filled 
with bird songs, picturesque with moss-covered bowlders

let of 1529 the missing link in the procession of 
years. In this latter are gathered the antiqui- 
ties, and here theatrical performances are held. 
The rectors palace, of early fourteenth-century 
erection, and a Roland pillar, six in height, just op- 
posite, with the old church of 8. lio as background, 
are interesting mementos of former times. In the Do- 
minican church, there is another Titian, “Mary Magda-

When left alone to its natural functions nitrogen pur- 
sues a perfectly peaceful course; but when man suc- 
ceeds in capturing it and combining it with other ele- 
ments it becomes a dire potentiality for evil, as is ob- 
vious in the recent evenis of the war in the Far East 
and in the crime committed last week in the streets of 
Moscow. The love of freedom, so to speak, characteris- 
tic of nitrogen is terribly exemplified in the explosion 
of the bomb in which it is imprisoned and bound to 
other elements. On the slightest provocation—a spark, 
a shook, a fuse—the nitrogen suddenly expands from 
seemingly nothing, as regards the eoace which it occu- 
pies, into infinity.

Cut off the old roses and cut the stems long, for it 
helps the buds to form to better advantage. Except for 
seed-producing, flowers should never be left to drop their 
petals from the parent plant.

The time will come when the educators of California 
will realize. that the tendency of our present course of 
stud in the public schools is to exalt in the minds of the 
pupils the professional and commercial life, and to 


pursuits. This is partly due, of course (and largely 
without “malicious intent,”) to the fact that the aver- 
age young teacher is an enthusiast for the life of the 
scholar and the professional career. To materially 
change the course of study in our public schools- would 
take a long time, and possibly work an injustice to a 
large claes. On the other hand California’s business in- 
terests must tend more and more in the future to the 
development of its agricultural and horticultural inter- 
ests, and both fields of industry must be made more at- 
tractive to our young people. They must be dignified 
as they may be, and as science is applied, they will be. 
I believe that much of this teaching should begin in the 
home. Then let some nature study be introduced into 
the kindergarten and elementary schools, and by the 
time the high school and university are reathed, we 
shall not be hearing so much of jeering and contumely 
offered the students in the agricultral colleges of the 
West. '

The shelf is commonly so high 
that it is difficult to reach, and is consequently usually in 
disorder if the room is used by a busy person. There is 
no good reason why the shelf should not be placed low 
enough to admit of ready use. If below it there is space 
enough to hang a dress skirt so it clears the floor, noth- 
ing more can be desired. ‘ 

Of course the ideal chamber closet is one in which is 
placed a series of shallow drawers, each the length of a 
dress skirt and just deep enough to hold one skirt with- 
out crushing it. It takes no demonstration to prove that 
this is the only rational way of caring for good clothes. 
Shorter drawers provide space for bodices, undercloth- 
ing, ete., while a series of deeper drawers at the bot- 
tom of the closet afford accommodation for shoes, slip- 
pers and other erticles of greater bulk. If such closeta 
cannot be provided in the chambers of a house, it is well 
to open one into the hall where the entire family may 
share it in the care of best clothing. I bear in mind one 
hall where two sets of drawers, aggregating eight feet 
in length, opened into the hall. They were very decora- 
tive with their polished woodwork and bright handles 
and locks. They cut out only two feet from the adjoin- 
ing bedroom. The expense of such drawers is really not 
great, and their convenience one of thr most convincing 
things about a house.

From 3 to 10 ounces | 
of oil should be injected at bedtime and re- 
tained over night.

The well-lighted building called the “workroom” is 
most fascinating.

Each cottage has three daintily furnished bedrooms. 
Pretty muslin curtains, neat white enamelled iron beds, 
bright rugs and “American rockers” are provided by the 
home. Other little womanly touches are added by the 
occupant, according to her taste or fancy.

TAXING BACHELORS. 
Another one of the surprisingly old projects that has 
recently cropped out again is the proposed tax on bach- 
elors. The idea is gray with age, and as far as effective- 
ness in the correction of evils is concerned is about as 
inefficient as it is old. Bachelors, as candidates or pro- 
bationers for marriage, have formed the subject for leg- 
islation from the earliest times. Penaltics have often 
been imposed on male celibates in various countries. 
In proportion as the interests of the state were regarded 
as above those of the individual, the enforcement of mar- 
riage was the more severe. In ancient Sparta it was 
considered a punishable crime not to marry or to marry 
too late in life. In Athens, though not severely pun- 
ished, celibacy was discouraged in early times. 

At Rome marriage was fostered by positive penalties 
imposed on unmarried men and sometimes even on 
women, as well as by discrimination in favor of heads of 
families. In the allotment of the Campanian lands by 
Julius Caesar portions were given only to the fathers’ 
of three or more children. Under Augustus a law was 
enacted prohibiting unmarried persons below the age of 
60 in men and 60 in women from taking possession of a 
legacy, and this was applied even to widows, who, in or- 
der to secure their part of their decéased husband's es- 
tates, were forced to marry ageie withi= « period of 
two years.

In those days Mayne Reid had not won his spurs as a 
romantic writer of adventure. Bezond a few short maga- 
zine and newspaper tales he hed published nothing of im- 
portance, so he listened with profound attention to the

“You must own, with all bis merits,” pursued Poe, 
“that Bulwer Lytton is often bombastic, and strains for 
effects. His allegories are as abundant as Sancho 
Panza’s proverbs or the ailments of a malade imaginaire. 
Through every line of ‘Zanoni’ the author looks out 
eager, like Snug the joiner, to tell you he is there.“ 

Reid was no match for his friend in these literary dis- 
cussions, and Poe, right or wrong, usually silenced his 
opponent, who, perhaps to maintain peace, affected to 


agree. 

“Now, Reid,” Poe would say when he had worried his 
antagonist sufficiently, “give us one of your Mexican ad- 
ventures and keep as near the truth as you can.” Poo 
frequently erpressed the opinion that Reid was “a pic- 
turesque liar.” “He fibs on a surprising, daring scale,” he 
added, “but with the finish on an artist, and that's why I 
listen to bim attentively.” | 

I remember years after my boyhood when I met Alex- 
ander Dumas rere in Paris, in speaking of Reid, he ut- 


tered almost the same words. The author of „Monte 


Cristo” was surely a capable judge of exaggeration, as 
all traveled readers of the pages of the delightful old 
Pagan know full well. Dumas invented many stories 
about himeeif, and repeated them so often that he grew 
to believe that the incidents had really occurred. Leon

journal, Le Mousquetaire. Some time after the oid ro- 
maneer told Gozian the identical story as a personal ex- 
perience, quite forgetting that the man he was addrcss- 
Ins bad himself contrived the outline of what plot it con- 
tained. 

Mayne Reid was tarred with the same brush. I heard 
him relate with circumstantial detail that he had just re- 
turned to Philadelphia (where resided) from fighting 
the Indians out West on the plains, when I happened to 
know that he had been boarding quietly at a farmhouse 
in New Jersey, where he retired to recruit his health and 
to work at a romance entitled “The Beautiful Creole. 
A Tale of the Crescent City,” which was published in my 
uncle’s periodical. 

A story went the rounds of the papers after the battle 
of Churubusco that Reid had lost an arm. This was not 
true, but a bullet from an escopette went tearing through 
his thigh, and he fell into a ditch. He was confined 
many weeks in hospital, and the wound was a source of 
trouble to him throughout the latter year of his life, when 
he resided near London, where | frequently met him. He 
wrote some thirty volumes of stories for what he called 
his “boy public,” principally of adventure, and they sell 
to this day in England. He was an ardent admirer of na- 
ture, a born naturalist. He made several trading expedi- 


tions up the Red River of the South. and one up the Mis- 


souri and Platte Rivers. With the red men he spent sev- 
eral months, trading his wares for furs and skins, learn- 
ing somewhat of their language and knowledge of wood- 
craft, sometimes lodging in their shelters and eating by 
their camp fires.’ With them he hunted the buffalo and 
bear. trapped the beaver and otter, and lassoed the wild 
horse and mustang. On one of his expeditions from St. 
Louis, he was accompanied by Audubon, the famous orni- 
thologist. whose work on birds is a classic in Europe. 

To return to Poe, he had a strong fancy for chirogra- 
phy, and was virtually of the opinion that an analogy 
frequently existed between a man’s character and his 
handwriting. Next to beholding in the flesh a distin- 
guished man of letters, he desired to see his portrait, and 
next to his portrait his autograph. He said that in the 
latter there was something which seemed to bring out 
the individual in his true idiosyncrasy—in his character 
as a ecribe. He collected autographs of many literary 
men, artists, dramatists and actors, and in Graham's

| Grecian and well-moulded, his eyes luminous, and when 
excited peculiarly vivid and penetrating. He dressed 
with neatness, and there was a Suggestion of hauteur in 
his manner towerd strangers. He was impatient of re- 
straint or contradiction, and when his Southern blood 
“was up,” as the saying goes, he could be cuttingly rude 
and bitterly sarcastic. 1 only knew one man on the Phil- 
adelphia press who could cross blades with him in invec- 
tive and come off victor, and that was Thomas Dunn 
English, who wrote “Ben Bolt,” that Du Maurier intro- 
duced with such excellent effect in his novel “Trilby.” | 
In one respect Poe was his own enemy, and when Bac- 
chus got bim in his toils, which occasionally occurred, his 
habits were irregular and often deplorable. There is no 
doubt of his having shortened his life by the mad orgies 
which his frail physique could not sustain. 

At one period he projected a magazine with my uncle 
Clarke, to be called the Stylus. Funds were forthcoming 
to bring the first number, but Poe went off on what he 
playfully called a “frolic” to Washington, squandered the 
money in revelry, and the magazine never appeared. To- 
ward the end of his career he wrote only at fitful inter- 
vals, and fell into poverty and neglect. The largest sum 
he ever received for one of his tales was $1000 for the 
“Gold Bug,” a prize story for the Philadelphia Ledger. 

It is not generally known that Poe now and again lec- 
tured in public, and he recited his own poems, the Ra- 
ven,” the “Bells,” and “Annabel Lee,” with admirable 
effect. His voice, though not especially melodious, pos- 
sessed a peculiar vibrant charm, guided as it was by a 
dramatic instinct, and, of course, by a rare intelligence. 
In his recital of the “Raven” there were weird 
touches that are recalled by some of Henry Irving's 
tones in his rendition of the part of Mephistopheles. 
It is not every author who can give effect to his own cre- 
ations. Swinburne, for instance, does not read his 
ooetry with the same effect as actors like Tree and Henry 
Neville can give it. Tennyson was a fine reader, and 
often delighted his friends by reading his poems before 
they appeared in print. 

Poe was a constant playgoer, and at one time he 
sketched out a scenario of a tragedy to be writter in 
collaboration with Dr. Bird, the author of “Nick of the

I will conclude these recollections by an extract from 
a letter which Poe addressed to Howard Payne the au- 
‘thor of “Home, Sweet Home.” This letter has never be- 
fore appeared in print: ‘ 

“Bocalini, in his ‘Advertisements from Parnassus,’ 
tells us that a critic once presented Apollo with a severe 
censure on an excellent poem. The god asked him for 
the beauties of the work. He replied that he only trou- 
bled himself about the errors. Apollo presented him 
with a sack of unwinnowed wheat, and bade him pick 
out all the chaff for his pains. Now, I have not fully 
made up my mind that the god was in the right. I am 
not sure that the limit of critical duty is not generally 
misapprehended. Excellence may be considered an ax- 
iom, or a groposition which becomes self-evident, just in 
proportion to the clearness or the precision with which it 
is put. If it fairly exists in this sense it requires no 
further elucidation. It is not excellence if it need to be 
demonstrated as such. To point out too particularly the 
beauties of a work is to admit. tacitly, that these beau- 
ties are not wholly admirable. Regarding, then, excel- 
lence as that which is capable of ‘self-manifestation,’ it 
but remains for the critic to show when, where, and how 
it fails in becoming manifest; and, in this showing, it 
will be the fault of the book itself if what of beauty it 
contains be not at least placed in the fairest light. In a 
word, I assume, notwithstanding a vast deal of cant upon 
this topic, that In pointing out frankly the errors of a 
work, I do nearly all that is critically necessary in dis- 
playing its merits. In teaching what perfection is, now, 
in fact, shall we more rationally proceed than in speci- 


. fying what it is not?” 


THRILLS IN AN AUTOMOBILE. 

Exciting though it is to scale a mountain with an 
automobile, a more thrilling sensation is that of coast- 
ing down a narrow, precipitous, tortuous path on the 
verge of a chasm. Such a descent took place last season 
when a touring car safely dropped 6000 feet down the 
famous Kingsbury grade, from the shores of the dia- 
mond-clear waters of Lake Tahoe in Carson Valley. 

From the summit a serpentine road had been blasted 
out of the mountain, a perpendicular wall rearing hun- 
dreds of feet on one side, and falling away into space, 
gigantic trees and purple-red rocks a thousand feet 
beneath. At many points the slightest unsteadiness at 
the steering wheel, or a too sudden application of brakes, 
would have caused the machine to skid and to topple 
over the brink to the most frightful destruction. | 

Brakes set and tires smoking, the ponderous machine 
sped steadily, jounced and bumped over rocks, took 
curves within a yard of the dreadful chasm along which 
the zigzag road, five times sent back upon itself. A 
thousand feet a mile the automobile descended the six 
miles which, if projected on a horizontal plane, would 
not have measured more than one-third that distance. 
Twice the smell of burning rubber warned that the 
rakes were warm, and the machine was stopped to cool 
the tires in mountain streams, the brake shoes being 
so hot that they sizzled when touchag with water

A MINERALOGICAL TRIP IN GUER- 
NERO, MEX. 


By a Special Contributor. 


T was in January, 1904, that we set out for a trip 

along the Cuernavaca division of the Mexican Cen- 

tral Railroad and an expedition into the State of 
Guerrero. It is this division of the Mexican Central 
Railroad which is to connect the City of Mexico with 
Acapulco, on the Pacific seaboard. The distance between 
the two places is less than three hundred miles, and 
181 miles of the railroad is already completed. 

The first few miles of the road lie through the valley 
lands which surround the City of Mexico. In these 
lands crops common to the tierras templadas (lands 
belonging to the temperate zone) are grown. The crop 
which at once attracts the eye of the “gringo” is that 
of the maguey, from which the pulque“ (native beer) 
and the “mescal” and “tequilla” (native epirits) are 
distilled, the fiber being used for ropes and other pur- 
poses. Not only are there fields of maguey, but the 
plant is also used to form hedge rows along roadways 
and between different fields. 

Leaving the valley, we climb the eastern slope of one 
of the highest ridges in Central Mexico. Everywhere 
the railroad cuts show volcanic rock, largely a whitish 
tufa, which is used extensively for building. As we 
wind our wey upward, there is a magnificent view of 
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gnow-clad summits of Popocatapetl and Ixtaceihuatl in 
the distance. Toward the summit of the ridge, which 
has an altitude of about 10,000 feet, are stretches of 
coarse grass and pine trees. The country looks adapted 


on the coarse grass. Descending the western slope of 
the ridge, one looks down a series of valleys tributary 
to the wide valley of the Bolsas River. Soon the pic- 
turesque town of Cuernavaca is in sight and there is 6 
decided change to warmer temperature. On the plat- 
form at Cuernavaca are numerous vendors of tropical 
fruits. Around Cuernavaca and westward from that 
city there are cultivated valley lands, principally de- 
voted to sugar cane. At Ixtla, which is about three 
thousand feet above sea level, the conditions are de- 
cidedly tropical. West of Ixtla the road again enters 
the mountains; they are comparatively low and com- 
posed largely of metamorphic sedimentary formation, 
| From the summit of 
the mountains referred to there is a repid descent to 
Iguala, the grade being about 1500 feet in eight miles. 
Iguala is situated in the valley of the Bolsas River, at 
an altitude of 2400 feet. It is built of adobes and has 
about 7000 inhabitants. From Iguala roads extend to 
other settlements, with their medieval-looking churches 
and wayside shrines. . 


It was a p nt evening when we reached Iguala, 
January 19, v much like a summer evening in Cali- 
fornia. The plaza, in the center of the town, is sur- 
rounded by tamarind trees. The hotel is a fair sample 
of the country hostelry in Mexico. Beds clean and com- 
fortable, but ratber hard; the only cover, a sheet and 
a sort of cross between a very large tidy and a bed- 
spread. We asked for a blanket, but before morning 
we found we needed a mosquito netting worse than 
extra cover. The meals were furnished to order, but 
no butter could be obtained. At the hotel, one of the 
owners of the mine we were to examine descanted on 
the value of his mine and the loveliness of the Iguala 
climate. He called the place the “Sevond Eden.” As I 
washed my hands, I noticed written in pencil on the 
whitewashed wall “Iguala es un inferno,” so I had 
some misgivings as to what Iguala might be like in 
summer, more especially as, that evening, peons wear- 
ing very little clothing were sleeping here and there 
on the plaza, as though it were their accustomed nightly 
couch. | 

Next day we chartered horses and dispatched them 
to the Bolsas bridge, the end of the railroad; and in the 
evening we took our departure for the same place. 


While the light lasted. we could see that the road ran 


along the Bolsas River and through fields of sugar cane. 
The road bed is none of the most even, and we were not 
sorry when_we reached the Bolsas bridge, where there 
was a Chinese restaurant and plenty of good cold beer. 
Good beer is one of the redeeming features of Mexico. 
It was introduced by Europeans, who created a demand 
for that staple article of diet. 

In the morning we walked a mile or more down the 


impenetrable fence. 
consisted of eggs, tortillas, black zapotes, a tropical 


Boleas River, a swift-flowing stream, probably 200 feet 
wide. We examined some mining prospects in the 
metamorphic sedimentary rock, whith we heard had 
recently been denounced. The word “denounced” in 
Mexico is the equivalent of our word to locate. It was 
10 am. before we started with our pack animals, and 
for the rest of the morning we followed a narrow. trail 
over the hills, the sides of which were dotted with 
tropical trees. Among the trees the wild rubber tree, 
with its big white blossoms, and the cotton tree, with 
snowy balis the size of your fist, were the most notice- 
able objects. The general country rock consists of 
metamorphosed sedimentary formations, and at one 
point we found a ridge of decomposed granite rock, ex- 
tending toward the Bolsas River. We passed the night! 
at a littie village, spreading our beds under the portico 
of the little posada or stopping place. Our guide, the 
mine owner, bad left us to ourselves; and as I was 
anxious to experiment with my newly-acquired mo- 
dicum of Spanish, I said to the landlady: “Estamos 
muy cansado, „ deseamous algo para comer y beber, 
sirvase.” At least, I came as near to saying so as ! 
could in those days, the translation being: “We are 
very tired and we desire something to eat and drink.“ 
Wishing to sbow that “gringo” could be polite, I had 
added the word “sirvase,” or “if you please,” which I 
thought gave tone to my pretty little speech. Tho 
landlady smiled, and said something which I did not 
understand, to which I replied: Si, senora.” She 
went out and reappeared with six bottles of beer. It 
transpired that the only word she thought she under- 
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sidered that six bottles of beer were about the usual 
allowance for two “gringos.” Later on came “cena,” 
supper. The native coffe was excellent—bread, tor- 
tillas, chickens and eggs, with the never-failing bottled 
beer. The only thing lacking was butter. It seems 
strange that, in a country where one would think dairy- 
ing would be profitable, butter is not made. 

On again, the next day. At noon we stopped at a 
little village, hedged with giant cacti, and composed 
of wickiups built of bamboos and thatched with coarse 
grass. The cactus fences are a striking feature of 
Southern Mexico. The cacti are cut in lengths, pretty 
much as we cut fence posts, then planted close together 
in a row. ey take root readily and form an almost 
The “comestibles” at the village 


fruit, black, soft, sweetish and producing a dry condi- 
tion of the mouth; coffee, and a whitish rum. Night 
found us at the mine we were to examine and encamped 
in some ruins said to be the remains of a smelter, built 
by a priest, about a hundred years ago. 

The following morning we commenced our observa- 
tion, the formation proving metamorphic sedimentary 
rock capped with a great thickness of lava; the vein it- 
self a mass of silicious rock, containing iron pyrites in 
“cordonnes” or pay streaks from a few inches to three 
feet in thickness. In another place there was a pile 
of galena ore, said to have come from a working that 
had caved in. On the vein there were five or six shallow 
workings from which the vein dipped toward a creek 
some 700 feet below. We took, in all, sixty-two sam- 
ples from the property; and there was not one of them 
that showed the value of five dollars, American currency. 
The district, however, is a highly mineralized one, and 
might pay for further investigation, for the old padre 
certainly never built the smelter to treat the iron 
pyrites. 

On our return journey, we stopped to examine some 
extensive caves in the limestone formation, the floor 
of which was covered with the excrement of bats to 
the depth of from one foot to three feet. 

It was late and dark when we emerzed from the na- 
tive wilds and again reached the Bolsas River. We 
were glad to see the dim outline of civilization evidenced

Another Gopher Cure. 


LOCAL correspondent sends in an unfailing rem- 
42 for gophers. This is the recipe: Take pow- 
cered arsenic, which is sweet, and with its use a bit of 
strychnine; mix and spread on a board or shingle. 
Use an old knife and with it slit a lot of good, big 
raisins. a carrot, beet, potato or other succulent vege- 
table. Insert in each and every raisin individually 
with the knife a bit of the poison. From the poultry 
yard take the feathers of the fowls, dip these in a 
bottle of oil rhodium, of which all animals like the 
odors, and which is sure to attract rodents. Dig down 
to the gophers’ main channel, fill it liberally with the 
poisoned raisins and vegetables, leaving with this pois- 
oned bait the feathers perfumed with the oil of rhodium.

No Short weight Butter. 


OW that the dairy business is again increasing 

rapidly in volume our local producers and consumers 
as well will be interested in the bill recently signed by 
the Governor requiring all packages of butter to be 
plainly marked with the weight of their contents. Cal- 
ifornia butter is usually in such demand that it 
rarely gets old enough to give legal testimony as to its 
own weight. yet I have seen packages which would be 
legally qualified to give evidence in court. When the 
new law is in force “two-pound” rolis will blush at 
their own plethoric proportions, These two-pound pack:

Brown Rot in Lemons. 


LEMON grower suggests that this fungous disease 

could be cutailed by removing all fallen lemons and 
burying them. There is an uncultivated space under 
each tree in which the fruit is allowed to accumulate, 
making an excellent harbor for the multiplication of 
the spores. I was in this grower's orchard a few days 
ago and found him living. up to his theory, but few 
lemons being upon the ground and those lately fallen. 
He also advocates cultivating under the trees, thinking 
fresh earth a good purifier. As the brown rot has ap- 
peared in the orchards, and now is is not confined to 
the packing-house, these cultural precautions are per- 
tinent. One of the leading ‘curing houses requires the 
lisinfection of every lemon showing inclination to de- 
cay, or having been in contact with those which are not 
sound.

No Money in “Bricquettes.” . 


HE last was a season in which the manufacturers of 

frost-protection materials found little demand for 
their goods. A valuable precaution thus has been of 
very little profit to the makers. Some growers have 
nursed the idea that the poor-keeping qualities of the 
oranges were in a measure due to the effects of cold 
weather, but the season just closing has proven that 
there may be no connection between chilled fruit and 
decay in transit. The more we investigate the condi- 
tions that have come over our oranges ih certain sec- 
tions the more apparent it becomes that the troubles 
arise frum a changed physical condition of the soil. No 
investigation should stop short of a careful, scientific 
and practical inquiry into the causes of the amailga- 
mation of the soil and the means of correcting the evil. 

For years I have held these ideas before the read- 
ers of The Times, namely, that shallow cultivation, ir- 
regularity consequent in the starting and stopping of 
the development of the fruit and the choking of 
the feeding roots in the amalgamated soil are potent 
factors in the production of poorly-keeping oranges.

Whether this soil condition is caused by the irrigating 
wafer, or is the result of suspended chemical action of 
the soll, or both, all will agree that orchards given to 
shallow cultivation and hardpanning cannot produce 
firm, long-keeping fruit. 
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Understand the Law. 
EW matters ere of more vital import to the fruit 
growers of California than the exclusion of insect 
pests. If our people could be made to understand 


through the horticultural press that plants received 
from Florida, Louisiana, or other places liable to have 


‘the citrus white fly have a rocky road to travel before 


delivery to consignees there would be little traffic with 
the nurserymen of these inhabited seotions. Under the 
pleadings that a certain florist of Florida has plants not 
obtainable elsewhere, a few people, most all of them 
ignorant of the law, are causing plants to be brought 
into the State that may introduce the fly. Large and 
valuable orders of plants from Florida are being de- 
stroyed in Los Angeles every week on account of the 
consignees’ not complying with the ordinance relating 
to importations from Florida. Not one of the railroads 
or express offices in Los Angeles county will deliver 
plants without first notifying the horticultural officers. 
So great is the danger of introducing pests that the 
Postoffice Department has become convinced that the 
horticultural officers should be notified of every mail, 
order of plants arriving from the tabooed localities, and 
now every lot coming in by mail is held for inspection. 
It is not the intention of Uncle Sam to become a party 
to the distribution of insect pests through the mail and 
infected plants are now held to be unmailable matter. 
That this sensible view of the matter has been adopted 
by the postoffice svmerintendent is the cause of congrat- 
ulations to the fruit growers, for it removes a danger 
that could noi be averted were the department to re- 
fuse inspection. I hope the people may soon discover 
the impossibility of getting plants through from Florida, 
and cease their importation. Better to forego the pos- 
session of plants not obtainable elsewhere than to run 
the risk of introducing unconquerable pests,

FORESTRY. 
Beginning of the Moth Fight. we 
HE country, or, at least, that part of it thus far in- 
vaded, is becoming awake to the possibilities of the 
moths. Experiment Stations at the North are trying 
to give instruction in the habits of the insects and the 
methods of warfare. | 

To the South the presence of a lively colony of the 
SyYpSsy Moths at the capital of Rhode Island seems likely 
to @rouse the Legislature and the city to the need of 
prompt action. The experiment station of the State 
issues a note calling attention to the unfortunate ex- 
perience of Massachusetts, the early progress in fighting 
the pest, and the final abandonment just when complete 
victory was in sight. 

“Two or three thousand dollars,“ it is urged,“ “ju- 
diciously applied this spring, will do more than ten 
thousand can accomplish if the work is deferred for a 
year or two. The history of the fight against the in- 
sect in Massachusetts should be a lesson to this State.” 

In the region near Boston where both of the moth 
varieties prevail, the Brown-tail species is just now at- 
tract ing most attention because of its more rapid spread. 
Its habit of making rather long flights has favored its 
progress to the North and West almost as rapidly as 
an army of the conquering Japanese. No doubt the 
vanguard has already appeared in many a town not yet 
reported as infested, the scattered nests being now 
scarcely noticeable to the unskilled observer. 


LIVE STOCK. 

HE losses in cattle and horses shipped from this 

country by steamer have decreased around a thou- 
sand per cent., or rather to one-tenth of former figures 
since the Bureau of Animal Industry has enforced its 
shipping segulations. Power was given the Secretary 
of Agriculture by Congress to make and enforce reg- 
ulations as to space, ventilation, food and water supply, 
etc., in ocean shipments, giving him a very broad au- 
thority. The result is that we have the finest system 
of live stock shipments in the world, and when cattle 
decks are ready for a load they are attractive as the 
steerage quarters on some boats. An interesting inter- 
view in a New York paper from an official of one of the 
ocean transportation lines says that while years ago 
cattle shipments were practically in the hands of the 
steamship companies and the insurance companies, now 
the United States government hes taken a hand in the 
game and is running things with cheerful unconcern as 
to the feelings and profits of the transportation com- 
panies. In the old days there were no good freight | 
boats. Even on the best steamers the sanitary condi- 
tions were lamentable, and cruel overcrowding was the 
rule. Mortality among the cattle was high and disease 
was prevalent. Now all that is changed. govern- 
ment is looking out for cattle and horses now and it 
will not stand any trifling. : 

“The inspector comes along and goes through the 
boat. ‘You will have to knock five more ventilators 
through that iron deck before you will be allowed to 
load,” he says cheerfully, and chalks the places for the 
ventilators. The owners swear, but that is all the good 


it does, and so on all through the stringent regulations.” |.

Medical Legislation Xx. 

ATUROPATHY is a school of healing that origi- 
N nated in Germany, and most of the praetitioners in 
this country are Germans. Some of them lack a 
good knowledge of the English language, which occasion- 
ally leads Americans to suppose that they are uneducated 
people. The leader of the movement in Germany is 
Adoiph Just, whose book “Return to Nature” has had an 
immense circulation, both in German and English. It 
was reviewed some time ago in this department. 

The naiuropaths believe in utilizing all sensible meth- 
ods of healing, apart from the use of poisonous drugs. 
Hydropathy is an important feature of their method, fol- 
lowing closely in the footsteps of the late Father Kneiro. 
The leading publication of the school in America is the 
“Naturopath,” published in New York, in English and 
German. A Naturopathic college has recently been 
started in New York. There is an association in Los An- 
gcles, the secretary of which is Dr. Carl Schultz, of 417 
West Fifth street. 

_The Los Angeles association recently prepared a bill 
for the regulation of the practice of naturopathy, one of 
the objects of which was to cut out the objectionable 
“massage parlors,” which bring discredit on an exceed- 
ingly valuable and important meihod of healing. The 
following circular was prepared by the secretary, and 
sent to the Speaker and members of the House, explain- 
ing what naturopathy Is: eo 

“We naturopaths start out with the idea that nature 
does the healing, all the physicians need to do is to use 
nature’s remedies and such elements as are a part of na- 
ture (see our Materia Medica) to assist nature to do its 
work. Kven the experienced old-school doctor, if he is 
honest and investigates, will give very little drugs. We 
go further and give no poisons whatever. Besides using 
nature's remedies we make use of all the latest medical 
sciences as far as common sense needs them. We study 
anatomy, physiology, gathology, etc., etc. We investigate 
every new science and if we find that only a small portion 
of it is beneficial to humanity, we study it and use that 
portion. That is the reason we have taken up chiroprac- 

tic, which is the latest science and may be called or- 
thopedic surgery. Orthopedic surgery is the science 
practiced by Prof. Dr. Lorenz from Vienna, who per- 
formed a successful operation on Mr. Armor’s child and 
others. . 

“This is the only surgery we practice. Before chiro- 
practic was known we performed orthopedic surgery in 
_ female diseases. I myself have placed the female organs 
of more than 500 women in place without so much as 
touching the female organs, and so have others of our 
school. 

“Thure Brandt, a major in the Swedish army, after 
whom the Thure Brandt massage is named, has also 
cured innumerable cases pronounced incurable by other 
doctors. We have saved patients from the knife with or- 

thopedie surgery and from death in fever cases, etc., by 
hydropathy after being given up by physicians of all 
schools. The o}d-school physicians fought tooth and nail 
against hydropathy, but it is now practiced in all leading 
hospitals. The majority of doctors now prescribe it, 
knowing the results to be good, yet very few of them 
have studied it, and often kill instead of cure, because of | 
lack of knowledge and experience, and yet they have the 
right under the present law to forbid us, who have made 
a special study of it, to practice it, and may have us ar- 
rested and prosecuted for saving people from the knife 
or from death. The same may be said of electricity, mas- 
sage and other sciences which we practice and have stud- 
ied thoroughly. Nearly every doctor prescribes massage 
in certain diseases, and yet few of them are competent to 
give this treatment to their patient, and consequently - 
are not able to judge whether the masseur is competent 
or not. Still the medical doctor may at any time under 
the Present law cause the arrest and prosecution of the 
scientific masseur who has studied and practiced this sei- 
ence for years. The same may be said of chromopathy, 
with which so many skin diseases are cured. We also 
study botany and prescribe herbs. Does the old-school 
doctur know much about herbs and their medicinal 
value? And yet he may prescribe any and all he 
chooses, but we who have made a study of it, under the 
present law dare not use them. The same is true of suz- 
gestive therapeutics, marnetism, dietetics, physical cul- 
ture, etc. Now, Mr. Speaker, are -we naturopaths out- 
laws, or are we free citizens, who have equal rights? 
Are the laws made for the good of the public or for a 
medical trust? A trust who uses this phrase: (We must 
' protect the public,) but in reality are detrimental to pub- 
lic health and hygiene. I will say here that a great many 


_ | physicians of other schools are opposed to the medical 


trust and the present medical law, and as you may have 
seen, many of them have voluntarily signed our petition 
for the passage of our bill. Those of the physicians who 
do oppose us are either ignorant or afraid the public may 
be enlightened to their (medical practitioners) detri- 
ment. We naturopaths are not only physicians, but are 
teachers of hygiene also. The ideal physician should not 
only heal, but teach the public and his patients how to 


live and keep well; this is what we naturopathic physi- 
cians 40 | | 


In conclusion I will say that osteopathy has become 
legalized on the strength of helping the public with a 
treatment partly taken from massage and given another 
name. The osteopaths do not practice hydropathy, elec- 
tricity, suggestive therapeutics, etc., but these gentlemen 
may practice their profession, protected by law; but we, 
who have so much more to offer, cannot. We not only 
have no rights, we cannot under the present law collect 
money due us for our services, but are liable to be pros- 
ecuted and imprisoned for curing the people. Another 
reason why we urge the passage of the bill is to make it 
impossible for immoral persons to ply their trade and 
hide their vices under the name of massage parlors with- 
out fear of punishment from police officials, thereby 
bringing disgrace to an honorable profession. 

“The Chief of Police of Los Angeles; Mr. Hammel, in 
answer to a question from a member of our association, 
said: ‘Yes, I willingly and gladly sign your petition for 
the enactment of your bill, that we may root out this 
evil of massage parlors.’ Mr. Hammel and his staff 
signed it, so did the District Attorney, Mr. Fredricks. 
The latter wrote also to every member of the commit- 
tees, requesting them to vote and work for our bill. 

“Mr. Speaker, if you will read our bill carefully you 
will see ihat we do not exclude any moral person who is 
qualified. We do not organize a trust, but simply give 
all schools and all men the same right we ask. All we 
want is equality and justice as guaranteed by the Consti- 
tution of the United States. Therefore, Mr. Speaker, for 
the welfare of humanity, for the sake of justice and lib- 
erty, we ask you to vote and use your influence for the 
passage of our bill.” 

The medical trust brought euch oressure to bear upon 
the Governor—himself a regular —and he, in turn, upon 
the members of the Assembly and Senate, that the spon- 
sors of the bill did not bring it up for the third reading. 
after the bill had passed both committees. The public 
did not oppose the measure, but many indorsed it, and 


wrote to their representatives to support it.

The Doctors are Progressing. 


T is most encouraging to the editor to note the grow- 

ing inclination among regular“ physicians to pay at- 
tention to the all-important subject of hygiene. A strik- 
ing evidence of this is furnished by the March number of 
the Southern California Practitioner. There, for in- 
stance, we find the first of a series of articles on massage, 
by F. S. Seeley, an experienced masseur, who has re- 
cently been engaged to lecture in the training school for 
nurses in the California hospital. Mr. Seeley shows that 
massage is no new “wrinkle,” having been described 
thousands of years before Christ, in a comprehensive 
Chinese treatise. The editor has for years called atten- 
tion to the great value of massage, and of osteopathy, 
which is an improved massage. Most of the doctors were 
inclined to regard it as merely a species of rubbing—an 
unorthodox procedure, and therefore to be condemned. 
Now that they have swallowed massage—at least some 
of them—perhaps they will take up osteopathy next. It 
would be a good thing, if they did. Of course, Mr. See- 
ley says that the masseur must depend upon the physi- 
cian in charge—“should only be taken under the pre- 
scription of a physician.” He could hardly be expected 
to say otherwise, in an address to the employés of a 
“regular” hospital. 


In the same number is reproduced a paper read before 
the Southern California Medical Association, Ponfona, 
by Dr. Ross Moore, entitled “A Study of the Unconscious 
Mind Under Stress of Bodily Disease.” In this are some 
excellent thoughts regarding the importance of mind 
cure. The following concluding paragraph from the pa- 
per is about as radical as anything the editor of the Care 
of the, Body has written on this subject: 3 

Our work as physicians is almost entirely confined to 
assisting nature to heal herself. Nature's greatest 
strength lies in the vital resistance of the body, but her 
chief assistant—her willing hand-maiden in restoring 
health—is the mind—the unconscious ‘mind.”

BORGE W. ROBERTS writes as follows, from the 
Government House, San Juan, Porto Rico: 
“You were once kind enough to write an article on 
eczema in your paper, which, as I was a sufferer from 


that complaint, was of much interest to me, and al- 


though the course prescribed by you did not cure me, 
nevertheless I well realize that what will cure one ber- 
son of that complaint will not cure another. For your 
information I would say that although I have: been a 
sufferer for many years I was cured in less than a week 
by a salve made, by mixing 10 per cent. oleate of mer- 
cury with vaseline. I rubbed this in gently every night 
for a week and washed it off with soap and water in 
the morning. I give you this for what it may be worth 
though, of course, I do not wish to have my name ap- 
pear as a sort of ‘before and after using.“ 

One sufferer whom the editor knows has found ich- 
thyol more useful than anything else tried, in lessen- 
ing the irritation from eczema. Ichthyol is a prepara- 
tion obtained from certain varieties of fossilistic shale, 
occurring in the Tyrolese Alps. It has a characteristic 
bituminous odor and taste. Let it be understood, how- 
ever, that any outward application of this kind is bui a 
temporary alleviation of the ailment. To cure, the cause 
must be removed, which cause, in ninety-nine times aut 
of a hundred, will be found in errors of diet—eating too 
often, too much, and of improper or overstimulating 
food. 


Another correspondent, writing from Los Angeles, asks 
in regard to granulated eyelids, which complaint he says 
appears to be widespread in Southern California. 


Now, to many practitioner, fresh from medical col- 
lege, and to a good many old practitioners as well, this 
statement of the editor will doubtless be regarded as 
amusing or ridiculous. It is, however, true as gospel. 
Granulated eyelids, and eczema, and corns, and stom- 
achache, and insomnia, and tuberculosis, and every 
other ill to which poor humanity fells heir. are but 
various phases of one thing—disease, which is what it 
implies, a condition of “dis’-ease—of lack of ease. 
Therefore, the only way to cure any of these ailments 
is to go to the root of the tree—to ascertain the cause 
that has brought about such condition, and to remove 
that cause, which, in most cases, may be done by grad- 
ually lessening the unnecessarily large amount of food 
that a great majority of people consume. 


For local treatment of granulated eyelids, the corre- 
spondent would do well to see an experienced and con- 
scientious oculist, remembering that, as above staied, 
an local treatment is simply a temporary palliation of 
the trouble. Granulated eyelids are mostly found among 
qjoorly-nourished and scrofulous persons. Remember 
this, however. You may stuff enough food into your 
stomach for two hard-working men, and yet be very 
poorly nourished. It isn't what you eat, but what you 
digest, that nourishes you. Physicans generally regard 
granulated eyelids—trachoma—as infectious. Patients 
should therefore be careful about wiping their eyes on 
public towels, or towels used by relatives and friends.
